AREANSAS. 
SMITH STILL QUIESCENT. 
Special Dispatch t The Chieage Tridwna, 

Lirtiz Rock, Ark., Nov. 17.—No change has 
taken place in the situation since last night. 
The Hallie Rifles, a company of State militia, 
marched up Markham street, with fixed bayo- 
nets, tothe State-House this afternoon. This 
created some excitement, but it soon subsided 
and the city is quiet to-night. 

Judge Poland left for Washington to-day, hav- 
ing received a telegram from Attorney-General 
Williams. Before leaving he appointed Mr. 
Ward a sub-committee to remain here as long as 
he deemed advisable and take such additional 
testimony as he thinks proper. It is believed 
here that the President will not make a decision 
in the case until the arrival of Judge Poland. 

A BOGUS DISPATCH. 

Henry M. Cooper, Secretary of the Republican 
State Central Committee, denies the authorship 
of the telegram contained in the dispatches from 
Washington to the Associated Press last night, 
wherein it is stated thas 100 prominent Kepub- 
licans have been arrested. He says he does not 
know of but one man who has been arrested, and 
never sent any such telegram. 

LEGISLATIVE ACTION TO SUSTAIN GARLAND. 
(To the Associated Press.) 

Larruz Rock, Ark., Nov. 17.—The Senate to- 
day passed the joint resolution commending the 
prompt action of Gov. Garland in the Smith 
matter. A bill was also introduced and passed 
to a third reading authorizing the Governor to 
offer a reward of 21,000 for the apprehension of 
parties charged with conspiring for the over- 
throw-of the Government and other crimes of a 
like character. 

, ALL QUIET. 

The same quiet which has prevailed since 
Smith’s proclamation was made public still pre- 
vails. Nothing has yet been heard of Smith, 
nor has there been any demonstration in his be- 
half by anybody in any part of the State. 

THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Judge Poland, of the Congressional Commit- 
‘tee, left for Washington this evening. Mr. 
Ward, of the Committee, remains here. It is 
reported here that Judge Poland was summoned 
to Washington by the Attorney General.

GOV. GARLAND TO HI8 COUNBEL. 
[Jo the Associated Press.) 

Wasurnoton, D, U., Nov. 17.—Gov. Gar- 
land sent the following telegram to his counsel 
in Washington, dated Nov. 17: 

LitTL_e Rock, Ark., Nov. 17.—All is peace and quiet 
here ; perfectly so. I will have no collision unless it 
be forced upon me by resisting the process of law or 
attacking me. All classes of people—all parties—are 
supporting me, and [I cannot find Smith and bis party 
to arrest them with warrants, and no one knows where 
they are. 

Another telegram from Garland, dated to-day, 
says: 

Only one arrest made (Price), and, on examination, 
he was discharged. The guilty ones, Smith and 
Wheeler, are fugitives, and cannot be found. All 
quiet, and the Government moving on admirably. 

PRICE TO DORSEY. 

The following from tie editor of the Republic- 
an paper at Little Rock was received here to- 
night by Senator Dorsey, of Arkansas: 

LitTLe Rock, Nov. 17.—The Republicans are wait- 
ing patiently for some definite action by tbe Federal 
authorities at Washington, They can protect them- 
selves if forced to do so. They have always been 
loyal and obedient to the mandates of the 
higher authority. The Federal Government sus- 
tained Baxter in his conflict with Brooks, 
and by that means alone Garland and his mob of White- 
Leaguers obtained possession of the State, courts and 
all. They at once commenced a regular system of 
murders, intimidations, and other fearful crimes, 
which is resulting in all the horrors of civil war. Busi- 
ness throughout the State is almost entirely suspended, 
and the White-Leaguers’ militia roam at iarge. If we 
are to fight, we wish to know it. The earlier the mat- 
ter is seitled the better it will be for all.

SMALI-POX AT BROWNSVILLE—MEXICAN CATTLE- 
THIEVES. 

GALveston, Tex., Nov. 17.—The News’ special 
from Brownsville, Nov. 17, says the smail-pox 
exists herein a bad form. The physicians say it 
is almost epidemic. Five children died in one 
family after a short iliness. Drs. Comb, White- 
head, and Melton waited on Mayor Parker to- 
day, and will meet the City Council to-night, in 
relation thereto. This disease has been very fa- 
talin Roma, killing 100, mostly children, out of 
a population of 700. 

Two droves of stolen cattle have been crossed 
into Mexico within the last twenty-four hours. 
They were crossed within the corporate limits of 
Brownsvilie. Deputy lnspector Rock went to 
the other side to-day, and waited upon Alcade 
Fuertes. He sent three policemen with Rock. 
They met three armed thieves at the edge of 
Matamoraa, driving twenty-three beeves. They 
ran out on their horses, and the stolen catile 
were captured. Eighteen beeves were bagged 
at the crossiug, making a total of forty-one in 
that drove. The animals are in possession of 
the Mexican authorities ; also the other drove. 
The beeves were crossed near a party of Mexican 
soldiers, who said they bad no orders to inter- 
fere with them.

ILLINOIS. 


A number of Chicago men possessed of large 
capital are preparing to organize a company to 
engage in the ice business on an extensive scale 
in the vicinity of LaSalle during tae approach- 
ing winter. 

—Mr. Bickford, who representa the Holly 
Manufacturing Company of Lockport, N. Y., is 
in Joliet for the purpose of making estimates on 
the cost of the Holly system for that city, and 
presenting the matter to the City Council. There 
is no doub: that with the strong feeling that 
exists in favor of some system the Council will 
look with favor on the Holly, as Bickford is pre- 
pared to present his works in tangible shape. 
The business-men of the city will favor any sys- 
tem that is reliable and not too expensive. 

—A company of militia was organized in 
Joliet last night, to be known as the Bartieson 
Guards. Capt. J.G. Elwood, an ex-Captain of the 
One Hundredth Lilinois Infantry, it is supposed, 
will be the commander of the organization. The 
supposition is that this company will be assigned 
to the First Regiment of the Lilinois State 
Militia, now being organized in Chicago. Judg- 
ing from the material, it will be a crack organi- 
zation. The election of officers occurs at the 
regular meeting on Tuesday night next.

Levee in New Or- 
leans. 


Thirty-five Lives Supposed to Be 
Lost---The Result of 
Overloading. 

Several Miners at Pittston 
Crushed by Falling 
Rock. 


Six Persons Killed by a Boiler Ex- 
plosion in New York. 


Sinking of a Steamer at New Orleans. 

New OR.gANs, La., Nov. 17.—The regular 
lower-coast packet Empire, Capt. Jeanfreau, 
sank to ber texas about 4 o’clock this morning 
at her landing, at the foot of Conti street. 

The Empire arrived about 12:30 this morn‘ng, 
heavily loaded with sugar, molasses, rice, etc. 
Several of ber passengers left the boat upon her 
arrival, otherwise the loss of life would have 
been large. As itis, fourteen passengers apd 
many of the crew are believed to be drowned. 
Five bodies have been recovered, inclading the 
Captain's eldest daughter, about 17 years of age, 
and Mr. Frisbie, a well-known plautation en- 
gineer. Capt. Jeanfreau 

LOST FOUR CHILDREN, 
but saved his wife and baby, who, 
were siceping in the texas. 

Perrett, a passenger, who escaped from 
the sinking steamer, gives his opinion that the 
boat was overloaded, aud parted io the centre. 

ibe Empire was built at Algiers about three 
years ago, and owned by tue Empire Parish 
Packet Company. She was valued at about 
$30,000, and bad on board about 169 hogsheads 
of sugar, besides a large number of barrels of 
molasses, and a quaatity of rice. 

It is impossible at present to get the actual 
number of lives lost, as the books aud papers of 
the boat are under the vexas. 

TESTIMONY OF THE OFFICERS. 

Capt. Jeaufresau states that the Empire had 
only « fair cargo, and was not overloaded ; that 
the guards were well above the water. At the 
time of sinking he was awakened by a eat 
noise and copfusion. Oaught oueof his children 
and swam with it to the sbore. Saw his wife 
standing on the deck with the baby in her arms 
as the boat went down. She clung to the wheel- 
house of the Bradish Johnson, which stood 
alougside, but the violent shock wrenched from 
her grasp her child, who fell in the water and 
was drowned. 

John Dublin says: “‘Am mate of the Empire. 
We arrived last vigbt about 12 o'clock, and tied 
up. Went to my room, and almost immediately 
went tosleep. Between 4 and 5 o'clock beard a 
tremendous crash. Thinking we had been rua 
into, | rushed on deck. Seeing she was sinking, 
I shouted for everybody to get life-preservers. 
I rusbed aiong forward, shouting to wake all | 
could, intending to run into the cabin, when the 
boat, almost in a second’s time, seemed to sink, 
and I was thrown into the water. Swam until I 
could catch hold of something and save myself.” 

Eugene Durabe, pilot, says: ‘“ When the boat 
sank | was on my bed. Heard the crash, and 
thought we were run into. I was thrown into 
the water, and swam tothe wharf. I think the 
boat was broke in two, she sank so suddenly. 

FIVE BODIES 
have been found. The number lost is uncertain, 
as nO one is positive of the number who left the 
boat immediately upon her arrival here, The 
boat is said to be insured for $15,000. 
THE STEAMER'S CARGO, 

Capt. Jeanfreau states¢hat to the best of his 
knowledge the Empire had 169 hogsheads of 
sugar, 79 barrels of molaeses, 238 barrels of rye, 
aud 785 sacks of rough rice. He says that the 
boat did not break in two, but went down solid. 
He can’t account for the siuking, as she was not 
overloaded, and there was no unusual water any- 
where when he retired at vight. He cannot tell 
how many passengers there were, as the books 
were in the safe in the Clerk's room. He thinks 
there were 

AROUT THIRTY-FIVE LOST. 
Four of his children were lost— Fannie, 17 years ; 
Jobnnie, 12 years; Ada, 8 years; and Walter, 7 
months. He is overwhelmed with grief, and can 
scarcely realize the horrors of last night. 

The bodies of Fannie and Walter, Mr. Frisbee, 
engineer of the Maguolia Plantation, and two 
children of Mr. Kemper, have been recovered. 
The boat and cargo are partially i:sured in city 
offices. The beli-boat Osage will attempt to 
raise the wreck to-morrow, when the bodies 
drowned will probably be recovered.

Surned to Death—A Party of Miners 
Crushed to Death by Falling Kock. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Nov. 17.—At 2 d’clock this 
mornivg a fire broke out at Parsons, 2 miles 
from Wilkesbarre, and two tenement houses 
were destroyed. A youbg man named Thomas 
Garraghan, boarding in the house, was unable 
to escape, and his cbafred body was found in 
the ruins. His bed-fellow narrowly escaped suf- 
focation, and jumped from an upper story to 
the ground, badly burned and otnerwise injured. 
A party of men bad been drinking and carous- 
ing, aud, in a row which ensued, knocked over a 
kerosene lamp, which exploded and set fire to 
the building. 

A terrible mining catualty occurred at Pitts- 
ton this forenoon, by which several miners 
were crushed to death by the falling of 
a cock. ‘he disaster occurred in the Seneca 
Mines, the property of the Pitwston & Eimira 
Coal Company, some half-dozen men being at 
work in that part of the mine when the accident 
occuried. Within a ve:y brief space of time the 
news bad passed from mouth to mouth through- 
out the evtire town, anda large crowd gathered 
around the place of death. Willing hands were 
ready to attempt a rescue of the unfortu- 
nate men, and near tie edge of tae 
cave-in was found John O. Williams, 
terribly bruised by the falling rocks, but still 
alive. He was immediately piaced under medical 
care, and the search continued. Farther on the 
lifeless bodies of Henry Jenkins and Elias Davis 
were fouvd crushed by enormous masses of 
rock. At this juncture the miners who hag vol- 
unteered to attempt the rescue were deterred 
from further entrance to the mine, as other por- 
tions of the roof weve cracking aud were liable 
to be precipitated at any moment. A large 
number of men are engaged in re- 
moving the fallen rocks, but an, area of 
not less than an acre having gone dowa, 
the men do not think it can be removed in less 
than a week. Inthe meantime, the fate of the 
other men is unknown, It is quite likely they, 
too, were crushed with their companions. Tho 
excitement in P.ttston is intense, and the scenes 
at the mine beggars description.

Railroad Accidents in Arkansas 

Littie Rook, Ark., Nov. 17.—A man named 
McGrath was run over and _ killed by a construc- 
tion-train on the Fort Smith Railway near Con- 
way, to-day. 

Another accident occurred on the Memphis & 
Little Rock Railroad this evening 3 miles west 
of Brinkley, by which Conductor Mayhew re- 
ceived a severe gash across the head, and a man 
named Randall was badly injured. The train 
was wrecked, and the caboose and 
were turned completely. A broken rail is re- 
ported as the cause. The wounded men arrived 
here this evening. 


Less of Two Lives in a Fire in New 
York. 
From the New York Herald, Nev. 16. 

A fire began about 5 o'clock last evening at No. 
$18 East Thirty-eighth street, between First and 
Second avenues, and, although it did not achieve 
much damage to property, it was fearfully de- 
structive to buman life, At the place above 
named is a cluster of shanties. It was in one of 
these that the calamity happened last night,—a 
two-storied frame edifice. It was occupied by 
three families, and owned by Mrs. Mary Reilly. 
Ono the top floor lived James Reilly and wife, 
their son James, a child about 4 years, and 
an old woman named Mary Whelan. These 
were the victims of the calamity. As 
they were getting ready for supper about dusk, 
flames suddenly burat out on the story below 
them, and, spreadiug rapidly, cut them off from 
escape down the stairways. The fire speedily 
commupicated to the front of the house and rau 
up to the roof, so that there was po possibility 
for them to let themselves down into the court 
between the burning building and a tindery 
wooden stable which abuts on the back of the 
shanty on the street. The fear-stricken vic- 
tims were, therefore, driven to their rear rooms. 
Meanwhile the fire had caught a high fence be- 
tween the court-yard and ap empty lot, and 
had also fallen op the roof of the old stable. 
In this lot and in the court-yard were gath- 
ered a crowd of spectators, to whose crim- 
inal inacuvity, and waitiog for the firemen 
to arrive, the logs of the lives of two buman 
beings, and, it may be, of four, must be atiunb- 
uted. These careless, or panic-stricken, specta- 
tors bad only to take some ladders from the ad- 
jacent lot and to uprear teem against the back 
of the burning house in order to rescue ail the 
persons who were in it. The poor people had 
been driven by the advance of the flames to the 
back room of the third floor of their house. 
They could go no further. It was their last 
temporary refuge. They cried for help, but the 
people on the ground seemed incapable of nsing 
the simple and effectual means of rescue that 
were at their hands. The spread of the flames 
bad been so rapid that the firemen were not yet 
arrived on the ground. Reilly and his wife, see- 
ing no other chance to escape from a horrible 
death, leaped from the windows to the ground, 
ami each ftractured their legs. They were 
picked up and bvrne to Bellevue Hospital. The 
other two occupants of the house were Margaret 
Whelan, over 60 years of age, and the child 
James Reilly. Both were too feeble to follow 
Mr. and Mrs. Reilly out of the window, so they 
were overcome by the acrid smoke and died of 
suffocation. Just after che two frantic people 
had leaped from the window the firemen arrived. 
The flames now sheeted the front of the house, 
and had caught an adjoming dwelling; they 
were ruowing quickly along the high fence at iis 
side, and were eating through the roof of the 
rotten old stable, As soon as they reached the 
fire the members of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 7 fought their way into the house of the 
Reillys with the hope of rescuing the old woman 
and the lad.

THE LATE ELECTIONS. 
The Result in the Er:ghth Wisconsin 

Congressional District Still Unde- 

cided Olliciaily.

Mapison, Wis., Nov. 17.—The Secretary of 
State now bas official returns of the vote of all 
the counties in the Eighth Congressional Dis- 
trict except Chippewa aod Sbawano. There is 
no varying from the reports heretofore given. 
The Shawano Journal publishes the official can- 
vasa, giving Cate 555 majority, as heretofore re- 
ported. Advices from Chippewa County are 
that it gives Cate 188 majority, instead of 178, as 
reported.

Annual Report of the Commissioner 
of Pensions.

PENSIONS. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER. 
Washington (Nov. 16) Dispatch to the New York Limea, 

Gen. J. H. Baker, Commissioner of Pensions, 
under date of Oct. 15, 1874, has submitted his 
annual report to the Secretary of the interior. 
During the year, 5,758 new applications for army 
invalid pensions were allowed, at an aggregate 
annual rate of $39,332.50; ube pensions of 8,063 
pensioners of this class were increased at an ag- 
gregate annual rate of $416,257.50; the losses 
to this rollfrom death and other causes were 
6,105, whose pensions, with the amount of re- 
duction of the rates of other invalid pensions, 
aggregated $377,452.55 annually. 

THE ARMY PENSION-ROLL. 

On the 30th of June, 1874, thre were 102,457 
army invalid pensioners on the roll. The aggre- 
gate annual pay of this class was $10,058,377.54. 
The increase im the number of this class was 
2,653, and the aggregate increase of pensions 
was $431,137.45. During the year, 3,051 pew 
pensions for army widows and dependent rela- 
tives were allowed, at an aggregate annual rate 
of $116,433, and the pensions of 12,932 pension- 
ers of this class were increased at an aggregate 
annual rate of $403,111.22. There were stricken 
from the roll of this class of pensioners, 7,623 
names, whose pensions aggregated $1,250, 113.05. 
On the 30th of June, 1874, there were on the roll 
of army widows and dependent relatives 107,516 
names, at an aggregate annual rate of $13,537,- 
195.56, the decrease for the year being 4,572 
names, and the decrease of pensions of this class 
being $424,568.03. 

THE NAVY PENSION-ROLL. 

On the 30th of June there were 1,551 navy in- 

valid pensioners, at an aggregate annual rate of 


$169,492, an increase in the year of 121 in the 
aumber of pensioners, and $18,954.25 in the an- 
nual rate of pensions of this class. On the 50th 
of June there were 1,785 pensiners on the vavy 
roll of widows and dependent relatives, at a total 
rate of $287,534, an increase for the year of 15 
in the number of names, and $6,984 in ihe rate 
of pensions. 
THE VETERANS oF 1812. 

The names of 571 new pensioners were added 
to the roll of the survivors of the war of 1812, 
and 1,217 of this class were lost by death, leaving 
on the 30th of June 17,620 pensioners of this 
clase at a total annual rate of $1,691,520—a de- 
crease for the year of 646 in the number of pen- 
sioners and $62,06lin the rate of pensions of 
this class. The names of 813 widows of soldiers 
of the war of 1812 were added to theroll, aod 
554 were lost by death during that period, le&¥- 
ing on the 30th of June 5,312 pensioners of this 
class—an iocrease for the year of 259 in the 
number of peasioners and $24,864 in the rate of 
pensions. 

WIDOWS OF BEVOLUTIONARY SOLDIERS. 

The total number of pensioners of all classes 
on the 30th of June, 1874, was 236,241, a de- 
crease of 2,170 during the 2 pe the aggregate 
annual rate of pensions of classes on June 30 
was $26.254,071.10, a decrease from the preced- 
ing year of $5,645.13. The roll contains the 
namcs of 410 widows of soldiers in the Revolu- 
tionary War. 

Certain specific increases allowed to invalid 
pensioners, 7 laws passed at the last session of 
Congress, and the steady increase in the number 
on the invalid _pension-roll, will probably bring 
the disbursements to invalids for the present fis- 
cal year up to those of last vear; but in the pay- 
ments to widows, minors, &c., a reduction may 
reasonably be expected. 

BOUNTY-LAND WARRANTS AND CLALMS. 

During the year 234 claims for bounty-land 
warrants were allowed, the warrants calling for 
35,640 acres of land. The number of applica- 
tions for bounty-lands received during the year 
was 529. There are now upon ihe suspended files 
of the office nearly 100,000 applications for boun- 
ty-lands. Of this number 350 cases were prose- 
cuted during the year. The existence of suspend- 
ed claims is a temptation to unscrupulous agents 
to fabricate testimony with a view to obtaiming 
the allowance of claims not admissible upon 
existing known evidence. The last act of Con- 
gress granting bounty-lands has been in force 
for twenty years, a suilicient time for all those 
who are entitied to its benefits to avail them- 
selves of ite provisions. It would, therefore, in 
the opinion of the Commissioner, be consistent 
with justice, and for the interest of the Govern- 
ment, that a limit should be put by Congress to 
the period during which the various acts grant- 
ing bounty-lands shall continue in force. 

PENSION FRAUDS. 

During the last fiscal year the Special Service 
Division has performed important service in the 
detection and prevention of fraud in the prose- 
cution of claims for pensions. Claims were ia- 
vestigated by this division numbering 1,263, and 
during the vear thirteen persons were convicted 
of violation of the law relative to the prosecution 
of claima, and five awaited trial at the close of 
the year. 

THE MEDICAL DIVISION. 

An account is given in the report of the ser- 
vices of the medical division of the office, and 
the Commissioner says there can be no doubt 
that if higher fees were paid to examining sur- 
geons, better talent wonld be atthe command 
of this branch of the service, and, while more 
exact justice would be done to individual pen- 
sioners, @ saving to the Government would be 
effected. He therefore recommends that by 
proper legislation the fee for ordinary examina- 
tions, and certificates therefor, be fixed at 83, 
and that in all cases requiring special skill and 
the use of instruments the fee be fixed at $5. 

THE AMOUNT OF APPROPRIATION 
that will be required for the pension service dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 1876, will be 
#30, 500,000. 
RISK OF DESTRUCTION OF THE RECORDS BY FIRE. 

The Commissioner would again respectfully 
call the attention of the Secretary of the Interior 
to tne danger of destruction by fire to which the 
records of this office are liable in consequence of 
the exposure of the Seaton House to such an 
accideut. Congress should be reminded of the 
great risk to woich these valuable records are 
exposed, to the end that a more suitable buiid- 
ing be provided for the use of the office.

OLD PROBABILITIES. 
WHAT THB WEATHER BUREAU HAS DONE IN THE 
LAST YEAR. 
Brig.-Gen. Myers, Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, in his annual report, which has been sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of War, says : 


Since the date of the last annual report, six-* 


teen additional stations of observations aod re- 
port have been established. Of this number 
seven are within the territory of the United 
States, near the 100th meridian, and nine are 
upon the Atlantic coast, being stations of the 
coast service of the office connected with the 
life-saving stations. Reports are by courtesy of 
exchange received from six additional! stations 
established by the authorities of the Dominion 
of Canada, and within the Dominion. The 
total number of daily reports now had by 
exchange from the Dominion is fifteen. 
In pursuance of the plan entered upon, at the 
request of the Chief of the Dominion Meteor- 
ological Office, warnings of approaching danger- 
ous storms are habitually telegraphed from this 
office to Toronto. The display of signals by the 
Dominion authorities is based upon these tele- 
grams. The friendly relations thus maintained 
between the two services are to benefit both. 
The stations this year established in the West 
Indies are extended far southwara and eastward 
to the Barbadoes and the Windward Islands. 
Thence the long line of points runs 
with few breaks, and these each month decreas— 
ing, past the capes of Florida, and, following the 
Atlaniic coast, stretches to the distant norih-

and it is frequently interrupted. The observers 
cannot be held to that rigid rule which make: 
the re reports of the service throughout 
the United States at once prompt and reliable 
The delay of the distant reports, even for a da 
does not, however, always destroy their use 
ness. The time of the movement of any storm 
may last for days after its ravages have com- 
meuced and been reported. As time goes on, 
and the work takes permanent shape, when re- 
ports shall be regularly received at the hours 
due, and their indications understood by tried 
experience, 1t seems almost imposaibie that the 
great hurricanes which pass the stations, and are 
watched thus from the beginning of their 
course, should precipitate themselves unherald- 
ed on our cosst, or reach them without such 
warnings given as will enable those who heed 
them to shun their force. 

- The added stations secured in the Northeast 
and Canada enabie a better care to be nad of the 
New England and Northeastern coasts, and will 
m time teach something of the disturbances 
which, g to the portaward of the northern 
hmits of the United States, have been bitherte 
too soon lost from the study-charts to admit of 
their being properly examined. In the seasons 
of approaching frosts, and in thoséin which 
markedly low temperatures accompany a 
barometric pressures, extending slowly 

ward, the indications here first noticed permit 
luformation valuable to agriculture and other 
interests to be given. The additional stations in 
the far Northwest furnish added facilities for the 
work for such proguostication, besides an- 
swering the immediate purposes of their 
location,—that is, to enabie a more com- 
plete study to be had of disturbances which 
are first noticed in the Northwest. These sta- 
tions failing to approach the Western lakes with- 
out being so soon perceived, the lineof stations 
west of the Mississippi has been pressed steadily 
westward along the whole length of the Missis- 
sippi Valley. Each of these stations increases 
by its reports the value of the whole system of 
reports, and each aids im the long study which 
must be had before the meteoric condition over 
the vast plateau of the Western interior stretch- 
ing north and south to the limits of the United 
States, east and west until it closely approaches 
the Mississippi Valiey and Pacitic can be 
tuilly understood, or the indications to be had 
from the change there be rightly combined with 
those exhibited at the stations lying to the east- 
ward and at lower levels for the studies inci- 
dental to the duties of this office. It is by the 
western limit of stations here described the more 
accurate studies of the office are now limited. 

There bas been no increase of statious upon 
the Pacific coast, the distance, the difficulty of 
telegraphic communication, and the small sums 
appropriated for the service, having rendered it 
hitherto almost impracticable to eone. The 
opportunities are, however, greatly improving 
with the extension of the military telegraphs in 
Arizona and California. It is coutemplateid to 
make the staiions upon these lines reporting 
stations as rapidly as they are occupied by the 
Signal Service. The station on the Aleutian 
Islands, half way across the Pacific, has been 
continued, and a station has been established ast 
St. Micbael’s, Alaska, to make a connection ag 
closely as possible with the Russian system of 
meteorological observation The preliminary 
action has been had for the record and forward- 
ing of simultaneous observations to be taken at 
the Sandwich Islands aad on the Bermudas. 

A brief reference was made in the last annual 
report to the benefits hoped to result from the 
proceedings of the Vienna Congress of Meteor- 
ologists, which bad then very recently terminat- 
ed its session. A proposition to the effect that 
it is desirable, with a view to their exchange, 
that at least one observation of such character 
as to be suitable for the publication of —_ 
charts be taken and recorded daily and simulte- 
neously at as many stations as practicable 
throughout the world had been unanimously 
adopted. This office had already entered into 
correspondence requesting exchanges of such 
reports with different officers and institutions 
representing different nations. The assent of 
the meteorological service of Russia was tbat first 
had, and has been followed by that of Turkey, 
England, Austria, Belgium, pmark, France, 
Algiers, Italy, the Netherlands, Norway, Spain, 
Portugal, Switze:land, and the Dominion of 
Canada. The concurrence of so many nations, 
representing a territory covering the larger in- 
habited portions of the Northern Hemisphere, 
seems to pui bevond question the ultumate suc~ 
cess of the undertaking to secures daily a simul- 
taneous report of the meteoric conditions oves 
the greater portion of the earth’s surface. 
Time only is needed to extend the co-operation 
to countries which have yet entered upon it, and 
to develop the system of similar observations 
already commenced by the office upon the sea. 
lhe opinion has become so general among scien- 
tific men that it is necessary to study the atmos- 
phere of the earth as a unit, and the prospect of 
valuable discovery is 60 fair that skilled and en- 
ergetic co-laborers are found wherever the re- 
quest was made. 

The sea-coast service of the signal service, in 
connection with the life-saving service, has 
grown steadily in importance. ‘he act of Con- 
gress requiring this service contemplates the 
establishment of signal-stations at life-saving 
stations and lighthoases at points along the 
coast in such manner that the coast and the sea 
ip their vicinitv may be kept at once under ob- 
servation, warnings of approaching storms be 
given to vessels within signal distance, and 
information of disasters and other incidents 
occurring be rapidly given to the chain of hfe 
saving stations aud to the central office. 
An advantage incidental to such duties 
is, that they permit communication te 
be had by signal with vessels passing in sight 
in any station. A naval vessel appearing off 
one of the signal-stations can transmit » 
communication to Washington or receive orders 
ip cipher or by signal. in time of war, with the 
system completed; no part of the coasi could be 
menaced without instant hnowledge at the great 
centres, at headquarters, along the coast, ,or 
throughout the country, if need be, of the charac- 
ter of the menace andthe locality. In time of 
peace, if desirable for commerce, a record can 
be kept of passing vessels showing their signal, 
or brief messages can be signaled to or from 
them. As the lines and stations are extended in 
pursuance of law, these advantages, now limited 
to the Atiantic coast, will reach also the shores 
of the great lakes, the Guli coasts and the coast 
of the Pacific. The work of extension must be 
sliow—perhaps the labor of years. ‘he results 
to be had are worth both the time and the labor.

RAILWAY POSTAL SERVICE. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
Washington (Nov. 15) Dispatch to the Boston Advertiser, 

The annual report of George Bangs, Superin- 
tendent of the Railway Postal Service, is com- 
pleted. The increase of this service for the fis- 
cal year has been the addition of four lines, with 
4,274 miles of daily service. New York origi- 
nates from 55 to 60 tons of mail matter daily, 45 
to 50 tons of which is forwarded on é¢he trunk 
lines leading south and west. Three of these 
linese—the New York Central & Hudson River, 
Erie, and the Pennsylvania—carry daily over their 
entire length an average of 463¢ tons, and most of 
this is distributed in transitu. Of the daily New 
York mail matter, pearly 83 per cent is composed 
of publications sent to regular subscribers. Of 
merchandise, concerning the carrying of which 
in mails so much has been said, there is only 
tive-twentieths of 1 per cent. ‘he statistics of 
tue large oftices throughout the country show 
that 9 per cent of the mails are first-class— 
chiefly letters; nearly 77 per cent matter to reg- 
ular subscribers ; and nearly 13 per cent 
class, at tne rate of 1 cent for 2 ounces. The 
increase in the mail matter of the country is 
shown by the facts that in 1867 the largest 
weight of daily mail carried on any one road 
was 23, pounds, and only upon 340 miles of 
road did the amount carried reach 20,000 pounds, 
In 1874 as high as 39,000 pounds was carned on 
one road, and on 24,009 miles 20,000 pounds was 
carried, and 30,000 pounds on 1,100 miles. The 
Civil Service examination into the postal cars is 
of a very practical kind. It consists of a record 
of the actual distributions of each clerk. Every 
package of letters made up has a slip attached 
with the addreas of the proper office of delivery, 
the route uvon which it was made up, and the 
name uf the clerk preparing it. At all offices 
the bundles are carefully examined for mistakes 
in distributing. All errors are noted on a slip, 
and this is then returned to the Superintendent's 
offiee. By these methods careless and incompe- 
tent clerks have been weeded out. The increase 
in elficiency is shown by the fact that while ia 
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1878 one letter went wrong in each 770, in 1874 
only one in 1,500 went wrong.

Lovis, Nov. 17.—A mass-meeting of miners for 

this district met here to-day. There were pres-

It was quiet, orderly, and well-conducted 

Last night the miners were determined to hold 

out till the last unless they should get 4 cents a 

bushel, but to-day better counsels prevailed, and 

a resolution was passed by the meeting that all 

miners who could get 4 cents a bushel should go 

to work to-morrow morning.

A Mania of Murder in Luzerne 
County, Pa.

The Murder Maniain Luzerne Coun- 
ty, Pa. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Nov. 17.—The terrible 
murders which bave recently followed one an- 
other with such startling rapidity in Luzerne 
County prove, almost beyond doubt, tho exist- 
ence of an organized gang of desperadoes, who 
are inaugurating a reign of terror in the mining 
region. During the twelve hours of darkness 
ending on Sunday morning there were com- 
mitted outrages whose mention chiils the blood, 
and shows at what a frightfully-low valuation 
buman life is held. At Carbondale, on Sunday 
moraing, Patrick Padden, a miner employed at 
the Coalbrook Mines, was found in 
the street with fatal bruises on the 
head and body, and with two  bullet- 
holes through his head. His bead was fastened 
to the ground, his hair having dragged in a pool 
of blood and water aud congealed. J’adden has 
since died. 

Michael McNulty, a young man 20 years 
of age, working at the Erie Mines, near Car- 
bondale, was found dead on a railroad bridge. 
He appeared to have been fouily dealt with, and 
placed on the track to conceal the crime. Not 
far from the bridge was found Michael Bigland, 
with his throat cut. He was still alive, and, uuder 
prompt medical care, may recover. 

A boss at the Erie Mines was waylaid on Sat- 
urday night by a party of unknown men, but es- 
caped with a broken arm and other injuries. 

All this murderous work was committec at Car- 
bondale, a populous mining city, on Saturday 
night, or early Sunday morning, but it is pot yet 
known who the assassins are. 

While the lawless villains were accomplishing 

their bloody work in Carbondale another gang 
was dyeing the streets of Scranton with blood. 
On Sanday morning the body of Michael 
Kearney was found at the foot of a 
steep embankment, and the first supposi- 
tion was that Kearney had fallen over, 
but, from the appearance of the body, and later 
developments, it 18 quite certain he was mur- 
dgred. A Coroner’s inquest will be held to-night, 
when a citizen will testify that be was roused 
from sleep by the cry of murder; that he went 
out on the street, and saw a party of about 
twenty men beating a man with clubs. He was 
in turn attacked, and driven home, after which 
he saw the men dragging off their victim towards 
Mifflin avenue, where the body of Kearney was 
found at daylight by a newsboy. 
Of late years it has been impossible to convict 
of murder in the first degree any of the numer- 
ogs murderers, the last banging in this 
county having taken place seven years ago, and 
it is altogether improbable that any of these 
outlaws will be brought to justice. 


The Cincinnati Express-Hobbery— 
The Strong Box Found. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago 771ioune, 
Crxctnnati, O., Nov. 17.—All the parties act- 
ively engaged in the great robbery of the Amer- 
ican Express Company on Sunday night are now 
in custody. Their names are Abe Mooroe, 
George Black, and E. J. Hageny, alias ‘* the 
Rat.” who was arrested in this city to-day. 
These fellows have never been known as smart 
thieves, and it is therefore a matter of surprise 
that they planned and executed so bold a rob- 
bery. Black was squeezed to-day, and confessed. 
His statement is that Monroe hired him and 
Hageny to do the job for $300 apiece, and, in 
the event of a big hanl, the party were to go to 
St. Louis aud divide the swax. 

Black accompanied the detectives in a hack 
this evening to where the safe was hid, and, af- 
ter driving 2 miles out on the line of the new 
Southern Railroad, at a point opposite the west- 
etn part of this city, and among the Kentucky 
hills, the strong box was found in a ditch, ‘cov- 
ered with dirt. The lock had been picked, and 
the mouey was gone. Some small packages of 
jewelry were found untouched, but that was all 
that was left of the $46,800. The prisoners 
refuse to tell what has become of it, but the 
detectives are confident to-night of securing the 
pile before morning, so closely has the scent 
been followed. ‘There has never been a case

A Man Who Had Perpetrated Foure 
teen Murders, Three of Them in Chi- 
CcCAZO-s. 

Mavatian, Mexico (Oct, 22), Correspondence of the New 

York World, 

An Englishman named Tom Adams, who for 
the past eight or tem years has owned a low 
tavern aod dance-bouse in this place, and gained 
general notoriety as a desperate character, died 
on the 15th inst. from the effects of a pistol-shot 
wound received ina fight several months ago. 
Just previous to his death, when assured that his 
doom was inevitable, he sent for Capt. Verplank, 
the American commercial agent at this port, and 
int:mated that he had some important aisclosures 
to make, which he desired should be given pub- 
licity in the Eastern States. Capt. Verplank 
having consented to comply with his wishes and 
take down whatever statements he had to make 
in writing, the dying man unburdened his con- 
science by confessing himself guilty of fourteen 
murders, all but one of which were committed 
in the United States and Canada. Adams 
commenced his narrative by stating that his 
proper pame was George Worley, aud that he 
was a pative of Manchester, Eng. He com- 
menced his career of crime by murdering. the 
second mate of the American ship Cultivator, in 
the Liverpool docks, about the year 1854. After 
this deed, he went to Canada, and roved about 
through those provinces for two years in pursuit 
y Of robbery. In the year 1855, at which time he 
was known bythe name of Orton, he was en- 
gaged as a sailor onthe lakes. While lying in 
the American port of Oswego, he murdered a 
man, whom be understood to be a painter, by 
throwing him overa bridge. He met his victim 
in & drinking-saloon, where he went to collect a 
bill of the proprietor, and followed him until the 
opportunity was favorable, when he struck bim 
down with a slung-shot, and disposed of the 
body in the way mentioned. 

After this Adams returned to Canada, and as- 
sumed the name of Townsend. With’ two ac- 
compliees he commenced a campaign of robbery. 
and perpetrated four murders in the country 
west of Toronto, ending with the killing of a 
Sheriff a few miles west of Niagara River. That 
country then became too warm for him, in eon- 
sequence of the offering of large rewards for bis 
arrest, and he escaped on board a schooner pass- 
ing —— the Canadian canal to the American 
port of Toledo. From this port he went to 
Chicago, and committed three murders in that 
place during the same summer. One of his vic- 
tims was the Captain of a vessel, whom he fol- 
lowed from the St. Charles saloon ; enother was 
&@ German saloon-keeper, whom he killed in his 
bed at night, in his piace of business, which was 
situated near a railroad depot, and the third was 
some man unknown to him, whom he mu:dered 
after leaving a brothel. After these crimes he

the Dlinois State Prison. On his re- 
lease Adams went to New York, where he re- 
mained about one year, during which time be 
committed two murders, both of his victims in 
that city being men unknown tohim, One was 
a countrymen, whom be enticed to the outskirts 
of the city, and obtained about $2,000 on his 
body. After leaving New York he was engaged 
in aseries of robberies through the Southern 
States. He returned to Baltimore, and mardered 
@ prostitute in that city. Subsequently he com- 
mitted a murder in Louisville and one io Mem- 
phis, but of the names of his victims he had no 
knowledge. 

Adams left New Orleans about the time of the 
breaking out of the War and went to Vera Cruz. 
From thence he went to the City of Mexico, and 
came to Mazatlan about ten years ago. Since 
bis sojourn here be was widely known and gen- 
erally feared, his place being oneof the most no- 
torious rendezvous of desperate characters on 
the coast. He finally met his fate at the hands 
of a Spanish gambie1, named Gonzales, in a 
druvken quarrel over a throw of dice. He leaves 
between $15,000 and $18,000, in cash or its 
equivalent, as the result of his career of atro- 
cious crime, which he has willed to a sister, sup- 
posed to be his only living relative, who resides 
at Sheffield, England. The legatee needs to be 
devoid of any superstitious scruples to receive 


| and enjoy such a blood-clotted legacy. 


A Triple Murder in Texas. 

From the Gainesville (Tex.) Gazette, 
Monday three men went to the house of the 
Estes brothers—three bachelor brotbers living 
together—at Post Oak Tavern, Montague County, 
and there took treakfast, after which the stran- 
gers took two ofthe Estes brotbers out and 
murdered them, about one-half mile from the 
tavern, and left. The same night, when triends 
were sitting up with the corpses, the same party 
that murdered the two brothers returned and 
dragged the remaining brother out of the house 
a distance of 50 yards, and there murdered him. 
The parties were unknown to the citizensof the 
country in which the murders were committed. 
The Estes brothers, report sayeth, bore an uao- 
euviable reputation. Of this we know nothing. 


The Washington Safe-Burgitary Case. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trivwne, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Nov. 17.—In the Criminal 
Court to-day Judge Humphreys ordered the dis- 
charge of Hayes on the charge of perjury, and 
the release of his bail, saying, ‘‘ Thus I wipe out 
this attempt at the obstruction of the due course 
of ascertaining the truth in this case, reserving 
for future consideration the question of con- 
tempt in which Harrington apd Whitely are in- 
volved.” In the course of a summing up of bis 
conclusions, the Judge gave the following vigor- 
ous characterization of the arrest of Hayes dur- 
ing the pendency of the trial, and while the 
very question was to be tried by the jury, what 
credit was due to the witness : 

There could scarcely be conceived a more direct 
attempt at a lawless interference wiih the course of a 
trial,—a strange infatuation by which organized 
justice was undertaken to be obstructed; contempt 
for the rule, for the organization, for the Court, jury, 
and country, all is exhibited in the proceeding. 

Briefly summing up the facts, the Judge add- 
ed: ‘* Thess matters exhibit something of an 
enormity seldom if ever witnessed during a 
trial.” . 

This prompt and decisive action the part of 
Judge Humphreys has carried consteroativn in- 
to the camp of the ring, who find that although 
they can use their petty creature filling the of- 
fice of Police Justice, they cannot control the 
Judges of the District Court. They have seea 
desperate expedients fail one after another, and 
are aj their wiis’ ends.

He would treat the whole 
proceeding as a nullity, and order the release of 
Hayes aud his bondsmen, and thus wipe out this 
attempt at an obstruction towards getting at the 
full facts inthiscase, The question of contempt 
would be considered when the return was made 
to the notice issued yesterday.” 

At the conclusion of the Judge’s remarks, the 
jury were brought In. 

Mr. Davidge then read and submirted the 
prayers espeken of yesterday, as to his under- 
standing of the rulings of the Court on points 
of law which had arisen, and the admission of 
certain portions of the evidence. They were six 
in number, the last one setting forth thatif the 
witness had testified falsely in one particular, 
then he should not be believed in any particular, 
notwithstanding any amount of testimony in re- 
gard to bis geueral good character.

An Ingenious Bank Defalcation. 
From the New York Tribune, Nov. 16. 

Considerable talk was created in Wall street 
and banking circles on Saturday by the an- 
nouncement that Charles Whiteman, one of the 
bookkeepers of the Pacific Bank at No. 470 
Broadway, had defaulted in his accounts to the 
extent of about $22,000. Application was made 
to Mr. Buck, the Cashier of the bank, for the 
details, and he thereupon made followimg frank 
statement : 

Charles Whiteman was a young man who had 
entered the service of the bank about eleven 
years ago, and nad been promoted step by step 
until he was appointed bookkeeper, having 
charge of the ledger—letters A to K. He had 


been in receipt of a comfortable salary, and had 
always been regarded as one of the most faith- 
ful men in the bank. Some time ago, however, 
Mr. Buck received information from a friend 
which led him to suspect that Whiteman was pot 
aad trustworthy as he appeared, Whiteman was 
called into the presence of the President, Jacob 
Campbell, and Mr. Back, and interrogated. He 
admitted that he had been somewhat extrava- 
gant with his own fands, stated that during 
the previous summer, when he took bis 
two weeks’ vacation, he had gone to 
Savannah and had made, onthe boat, the ac- 
quaintance of a woman. ‘This acquaintance he 
maintained upon bis return to thecity. He 
stated that he had called upon her about a dozen 
times, and had spent about 8700 of his own 
movey. He was askedif he had used any more 
money. and he aaid he had not, demanding that 
a proof of bis ledger should be taken to demon- 
strate his integrity. This allaved the apprehen- 
sions of the officers, although they lost con- 
fidence in him, and determined to allow him 
time in which to secure another position. On 
the Monday succeeding the Saturday upon which 
the interview was held, the President re- 
ceived a letter from Whiteman, dated Phila- 
delphia, in which he confessed that he 
was a defaulter to the extent of 22.000: 
that he was extremely penitent and very wrete})- 
ed. He further said that he was going to Chica- 
go, and would go thence to Canada, but, if the 
bank officiala wished to have him arrested, he 
would interpose no objections, but would come 
to the city. He explained that the money was 
stolen from the bauk under cover of the account 
of Elihu Dwight, a depositor. In 1870 he began 
a series of fictitious entries on his ledger, and a 
corresponding series in the pass-book of Dwight, 
placing to his credit certain sums for which 
excess he himself received checks. The staie- 
ment that Whiteman makes does not prove 
Jwight to be criminally aware of bis 
operations. Dwight told the officials in 
explanation that W hitemau approached him, and 
said he bad some business arrangements which 
rendered necessary the possession of a book ac- 
connt, but that it was contrary to the rules of 
the bank for any clerk to have an account there. 
He therefore asked Dwight to allow him to use 
his account. Dwight said, that having known 
Whiteman several years, visiting him and baviog 
pleasant social relations with him, acquiescence 
was natural. He allowed Whiteman to use nis 
accounts. Whiteman made, as Dwicht supposed 
frequent deposits, and would address him as 
“My Dear Elihu,” or * Dwight,” adding, “ | 
have this day deposited to your account —_ 
please send me checks for the amount.” These 
checks were always sent. 

The officials do not believe that Whiteman’s ac- 
quaintance with the woman referred to was brief, 


They think that they had known each other for 
years, and that the meeting on the Savannah 
steamer was They had beon lulled 
into security by the regular manner in which he 
took his vacation, as they had never known the 
defaulter to be absent a day from his post if he 
could prevent it. The womau would give them 
no information, but referred them to her 
lawyer. Efforts will be made to arrest White- 
man and to prosecute bim end his companion 
if there is sufficient evidence against her. A 
civil suit will be begun against Dwight, and if 
the evidence warrants it, criminal proceedings 
will be taken. Dwight has $2,200 in the bank, 
which will be retained pending the result of the 
st;* The total loss of the bank caunot exceed 
$17,000, the bonds, cash, etc., of the delinquents 
having reduced the default to that amount, This 
is a mere trifle tothe bank, which has a capital 
of $420,000, anda surplus of $352,096.94, after 
allowing for the $17,000. Considerable regret is 
felt that Whiteman should have wrecked his life 
in this manuer. Sympatby 1s also expressed for 
his fatber, who is a runner for the bank. 


Cenfession of One of the Pittsburg 
Murderers. 

PITTsBvuRG, Pa., vy. 17.—The Evening 
Chronicle contains t confession of Frederick 
Mercer, one of the parties who was charged with 
tbe murder of Fargier*-Wahl, on the Perrysville 
road, on Wednesday, eveniug last. He says that 
he was born in Bad@, in the southern part of 
Germany, and came to this country twenty-two 
years ago. He has.epen working at trunk-making 
in St. Louis, Newgrk, Chicago, and otber p!aces. 
Tho last place where he worked at his trade was 
in Indianapolis, Mid. He says: “I left there 
in October last aud met Murrayin Toledo. We 
lett Cleveland weeks ago, and footed 
it, most of ‘fhe way, to_ Pittsburg, 
arriviig here last Wednesday week. 
On the evening,of the murder Murrayand I 
walked out on tim Perryville road, and stopved 
at the Three-Mile House. After leaving it, we 
met a wagon with Wabi init. Murrav said, ‘ Let 
us stop this man; he’s got money,” and said to 
me, ** Go to the horses.’ Ididso. Murray then 
went to the wagon and fired ashot, calling to 
Wah! to stop. Wahl said that be had no money, 
and struck at Murray with his whip. I fired no 
shot, but heard three shots fired. 1 had no pistol 
with me, Murray took Wahl’s pocket-book, but 
fouad no money init. After we left, Murray 
saia he thoucht he had shot him. I thought not. 
We came to town, crossed to Pittsburg by one of 
the iron bridges, and went to the boarding-house 
on Third ayenue were we were arrested.” 


The Lick-"lurder Case at St. Paul. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Pavut, Mion., Nov. 17.—The examination 
of the murderers of Mrs. Lick was concluded to- 
day. No defensive evidence was brought out. 
The prisoners were held for trial, and lodged in 
jsil. During the examination Raap whispered 
suggestions to the Prosecuting-Aitorney as to 
questions to witnesses which materially aided in 
bringing out facts against himself and wife, and 
materiaily controverted the presumed theory of 
the defense. Afterwards he voluntarily took the 
witness-stand, having before promised the Sheriff 
and jail attendanta he would make a ful! confes- 
sion and true statement, and intimated the same 
to the Prosecuting-Attorney, but bis 
story was wildly rambling, yet conforming 
with re ference to the murder to 
the story first told by Mra. Raap. No cross-ex- 
amination of Raap was attempted. The Prose- 
cuting-Atitorney remarked upon the whispered 
convereations be had had with him, mentioned 
suggestions Raap had made, and expressed the 
opinion that the man was crazy. During the 
proceedings yesterday and to-day Raap’s cor- 
duct has indicated continued great excitement, 
and few doubt bis insanitv. His wife and 
brother-in-law remain perfectly cool, except 
showing emotion over Raap'’s apparent weak- 
hess.

The Mountain-Meceadow Massacree- 
Arrest of the Leader of the Mormon 
Assassins. 

Salt Lake City (Nov. 8) Correspondence of the New 

York Herald, 

You have, no doubt, already been advised by 
telegraph of the arrest of a man by the name of 
John D. Lee in Cedar City, Beaver County, on 
the charge of having been the leader in the hor- 
rible Mountain-Meadow massacre, the circum- 
stances regarding which, the readers of the Her- 
ald not, perhaps, being familiar with, I will re- 
late: 

William H. Rogers, a Government agent, 
crossed the Plains with Gen. Sidney Jolnson’s 
army in 1857, in charge of the treasure-train. 
Rogers heard of the terrible massacre at Moun- 
taiu Meadow on his way across tbe Plains. It 
was reported that the emigrants were murdered 
bv Indians. These emigrants were white men, 
American citizens of Arxansas. Gen. Algernoa 
S. Johnson's army was unable to reach Salt Lake 
City in season, and was obiiged to encamp at 
Fort Bridger for the winter of 1857. In the 
spring of 1858, howaver, the army marched 
into the Valley of the Great Salt Lake. 
On approaching the _ Valley they were met 
by Peace Commissioners, sent by our 
Government, who had preceded the 
aimv, and bad eseen the gieat Prophet 
of the Latier-Day Saicts. Terms were made be- 
tween Gen. Johnson aod the Mormon Prophet 
to the effect that the army should not camp 
within 50 miles of any Mormon settlemevt. 


Consequently the army was stationed at what is 


now called ‘** Old Camp Floyd,” a distance of 55 
miles southwestward from Salt Lake City. While 
located here, information was received io regard 
to the Mountain-Meadow massacre, and the ac- 
tion of the Government at Washington, appro- 
priating $10,000 for the recovery of the children 
presumed to have been saved from the massacre 
and supposed to be in the bands of the Indians. 
Mr. Rogers, being appointed Ind.an Agent, was 
instructed, during the summer of 1868, to pro- 
ceed to the scene of the massacre and rescue 
the surviving children. Ile took a company of 
cavalry and left Camp Floyd for Cedar City, near 
the scene of the massacre. On arriving on the 
ground he found the bones of 130 human 
beings, men, women,and children. in gathering 
up the remains tor burial he discovered thata 
large a number of the murdered persons had 
been shot through the head—the ball entering 
the back part of the head and coming out at the 
front. Lhe wolves aud coyotes had eaten the 
flesh from the bones. A two-ebushel basket of 
women’s hair that was strewn around among the 
sage brush was gathered up by Mr. Rogers. It 
might Le bere stated that Mountain Meadow is 
situatei 12 miles from Cedar City, and the 
same distancs from a temple of the Latter- 
Day Sainis. 

It appears that in 1849, upon the excitement 
created by the gold discoveries in California, 
several pioneers of A:kansas went to Caiifcrnia 
in search of the preciousmetal. They were very 
successful. In the fall of 1856, with their large 
accumulated gains, they returned to Arkansas 
for the purpose of taking taeir families and 
some of their relatives to settle in the new El 
Dorado, in which they had been so fortunate 
They purchased a large amount of blooded 
stock, and fitted out a train of about forty 
wagous. They nambered about 146, men, 
women, and children. ‘They were known 
to be a very wealthy train. In the spring 
of 1857, as we have stated, thev started 
across the Plains. On arriving at Salt Lake 
City they were told by the Mormons that 
they were to late to cross the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains by the old emigrant route. The Mor- 
mons assured them that :here was a better pass 
by going down through Southern Utah, passing 
through Southern Nevada, going over the range 
of the mountains and coming out near Los An- 
geles, Lower California. This route the Mor- 
mons assured the emigranta to be practicable 
and safe. Placing confidence in the reports and 
statements of the Mormons, the emigrants 
started by the Southern route. 

Passing down through the settlements of the 
Latter-Day Saints, unmolested, they encamped 
at what is known as Mountain Meadow, a little 
narrow valley dividing the hills and mountains 
on each side, with a plentiful supply of graes 
and water—a beautiful place to camp. Little 
did these emigaants think that this beautiful 
epot would in @ snort time be their 
sepulchre, the ecene of a sanguinary 
massacre—the worst massacre that we 
have any record of in the history of 
the bloody deeds of the savages upon the early 
defenseless American settlements. The horrid 
story of the Indian murders in Wyoming Valley, 
which Campbell so eloque:tly depicts, affo: ds 
no parallel to the butcnery of these emigrants at 
Mountain Meadow. While encamped in this 
lovely spot they were attacked irom behind the 
adjoiniug hills by, as they supposed, Indians. 
Several of theic pumber were wounded. The 
pioneers, however, being used to Indian warfare 
and weil skilled with the handling of the old 
Kentucky rifle, were able to keep their assdil- 
ants ata long range. Their wagons were drawn 
into a circle, forming a sort of fortification. 
The wheels were sunken down to their axle- 
trees. Earthworks were thrown up on the out- 
side of the wagons, making a temporary 
but somewhat formidable defense. A ditch 
was dug from this fortification to a 
epring near at hand to enable the emigrants 
to reach water under cover, For five long days 


were able to sustain themselves here witb- 
| Oe ni Gortiae ieee in wounded or killed, Their 
stock had been captured and driven off early in 
the attack. On the sixth day, in the morn- 


ing, they discover

ter-Day Saints,—an De 
the man just arrested for criminal participation 
iu the massacre that followed. 

A parley ensued. Lee told the emigrants that 
there were large numbers of Indians in the hills; 
but if they (the emigrants) would lay down their 
arme they would protect them and take them 
back to the Mormon settlements, they then 
being 300 miles southwest of Salt Lake City 
and near the Nevada line. After a long par- 
ley the emigrants consented to the proposition 
oi Lee. lt may be here remarked that these 
emigrants bad with them about $150,000 in gold, 
which they had procured by their previous ven- 
tures in California. Lee told them that if they 
took their arms with them the Indians were in 
such great pumbers that they would massacre 
them. Plunder, said the Mormon chief, was all 
the Indians were-after. ‘The pioneers then laid 
down their arms, taking with them such of their 
valuables as they could conveniently carry, and 
consented to accompany the Mormons back 
to Cedar City—12 miles. The emigrants marched 
out of their fortifications in the directs:on of the 
above-named place. ‘the Mormons, beaded by 
Lee, fell directly in their rear. At this time not 
an Indian was in sight, and 200 yards from the 
wagons of the emigrants was ivaugurated the 
sceue of uhis terrible deed, Lee and his party 
commenced firing upon the emigrants, shooting 
several of the most prominent men through the 
head on the first fire. Ihe emigrants being en- 
tirely unarmed, the slaughter was an easy task. 
After all the men and most of the women had 
been killed, a young lady of 18 summers sprung 
forward, and, clasping ber bands, feli upon her 
knees in fiont of Lee, begging him to spare ber 
life. She then rose and clas him 
around the neck, declaring to him that 
she bad a lover in Califorma to whom 
she owed her life; that she was engaged 
to marry bim on ber arrival there. Lee, after 
hearing ber pitiful story, took her aside, ravished 
her, andthen with his kuife cut her throat, 
leaving her body on the spot to be eaten by 
wo: Vea. 

Sixteen innocent children were saved from the 
geveral massacre. Two of the number were 7 
years old, the balance between 1 and 5 years of 


age. 
eafter Mr. Rogers, the Indian Agent, had 
buried the bones of the emigrants that bad been 
left to bleach within 12 miles of the Mormon 
Temple, he returned to Cedar City and found 
the children in the bands of the Mormons, Lee 
having two of the number. The Mormons 
asked pay from the Agent for taking care of the 
children. Up to this time the world supposed 
the emigrants were murdered by the Indians, 
but the subsequent relation will show how far 
the savage ludians were couuected with the 
ailair. 

Mr. Rogers gathered the children together, 1®- 
fusing to pay the ransom demanded for their re- 
lease by the Mormons. After he had the cbhil- 
dren in his camp, near the Mormon settiement 
at Cedar City, two of them, then about 8 years 
of age, told Mr. Rogers that Lee and the white 
men murdered their parents. Of course Mr. 
Rogers was astounded at this, the first informa- 
tion ho bad received of the real authors of the 
diabolical massacre. He pursued his investiga- 
tious among the children, and their testimony 
was co.roborative of the intelligence he had pre- 
viously obtained. It shouli be here stated that 
two Mormons came to the tent of Mr. Rogers at 
midnight, about this time, and told him that 
their hearts were pressed with grief. If he (the 
Agent) would spare their lives, they would give 
him a true history of the awful massacre. 
Rogers told them to proceed and open 
their hearts. These two Mormons (the names of 
whom Mr. Rogers does not recall) told him they 
were summoned by John D. Lee. the then com- 
mander of the Nauvoo Legion at Cedar City, to 
appear ia Indian costume, painted, with long 
hair, fully to represent tbe native savage. pre- 
pared to go to Mountain Meadow. The Mormons 
attacked ibe train of emigrants im the disguise 
of Indians. Lee, finding that the emigraats 
were 100 strongly fortified, after five davs’ siege 
retired back and dressed in citizen's clotbes, and, 
as we have above described, decoyed the emi- 
grants into a surrender of theirarms. This 
statement was made in full to Mr. Rogers by the 
two Mormons we bave referred to, thus cor:ob- 
oratipg fullv the statements made by the rescued 
children. Furthermore, they stated that the 
biooded stock and wagons of the emigrants were 
taken back to Cedar City to the Mormon tithing 
establishment, and there sold at public auction

LovISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 17.—There seems to be 
some doubt whether young Dr. Easton, who was 
found shot through the abdomen near Lexing- 
ton, Ky., yesterday morning, was one of the 
party who made the raid on the negroes’ cabip 
aud was shot by accident, or was deliberately 
murdered by the party. He died last night with- 
out making any statement in regard to the mat- 
ter. 

A special to the Courier-Journal says Judge 
Hunt instructed the Grand Jory to investigate 
the affair to the bottom, and declares he wiil 
hola court until Christmas, if necessary, to 
bring the offenders to justice. The local press 
of Lexington unspimously call for prompt and de- 
cisiveaction. The negro whom the party were 
in search of when Easton waa killed was a bad 
character, and a suspected hog-thief, but the 
Press newspaper, speaking of the crime, says: 
“if bis presence was dangerous, and if he could be 
proved to be a common thief, as charged, there 
was a legal remedy, and tbe adoption of any 
other means by regulators or Ku-Klux was a 
crims against the peace of society whicn should 
meet with the severest punishment.” This negro 
was not hurt, but another innocent negro was 
slightly wounded.

New York, Nov. 17.—Coroner Richard Croker, 
George and Henry Hickey, and John Sheridan, 
concerned in the election affray in which John 
McKenva lost his life, were this morning arrest- 
ed on au indictment found against them by the 
Grand Jury.

Ngw Yorx, Nov. 17.—The busipess of the 
trans-Atlantic steamship companies is somewhat 
depressed.

Although some reduc- 
tion bas been made by many steamship lines in 
the number aod tonnage of their fleets, the 
worst is thought to be over, aod the prominent 
lines not only promise not to make apy further 
reductions, bus declare their intention to in- 
crease their force duriog the wiuter if possible.

EXPRESSLY RE-ENACTED

in the State. It was manifest that that act in- 
cluded the City Treasurer, because it said * any 
officer or person.”

statutes were clearly repugnant. He desired the 
Court to remember that there was no plea that 
Mr. Gage had been convicted under any provis- 
ion of the city charter or ordinances. But the 
Supreme Court said that where the Legisiature 
conferred upon a corporation the same authority 
as a statute, the statute was not repealed. 

It was absurd to say that the Legislature in- 
tended Sec. 27 of Chap. 3 to apply to Mr. Gage— 
&® man who was charged with appropriating 
$500,000 belonging to the tax-payers. It applied 
to men who did not turn over their oftice-furni- 
ture and papers, and no indictment could be 
framed under it; it was merely a civil proceed- 
ing. The idea of imposing a penaly of a paltry 
#100 in the case or a City Liessurer who had 
one, two, or three million at one tima in his pos- 
session, is ridiculous. 

THE DECISON. 

The Court—I bave, with the utmost fairness 
and kindness for every one convected with this 
case, permitied the discussion to go very wide 
of the mark in regard to the question before the 
Court, except in a collateral way. I have per- 
mitted the discussion to proceed upon the 
merits of the motion to quash, with the 
view of discovering any extraordimary 
reason to justify tae Court 4n taking tne ex- 
traordinary step which I am asked to do by the 
counsel for the defense. while I do not hesi- 
tate to say that, should any extraordina’y or 
new fact be brought to ihe mind of the Court to 
justify taking the step, the Court would upbesi- 
tatingly tae it.

Many merchants in Chicago will be interested 
im the announcement that several departments 
of the Zion’s Co-operative Mercaatile Store at 
Salt Lake City have been sold out.

The coai-miners in Southern Illinois, who 
have lately been on a strike, decided yesterday 
to come to their employers’ terms. A corre- 
spondent of Tux Trinung, sent specially to the 
scove of the strike, reports that the miners be- 
haved well, and that no violence was offered to 
persons or property. However, the arms fur- 
nished by the State Government did not come 
much amiss, and possibly prevented the intim- 
idation of non-union men who had taken the 
places of strikers. 


The notoriously-inaccurate Washington corre- 
spondent of a Chicago evening newspaper has 
invented a rumor of war with Mexico.

A reader of THe Trisune writes from Gales- 
burg, Nov. 14, as follows: “ Why is it we can-

the station when the train arrives? A dozen 
people called for it to-day, including myself, but 
the boy had not acopy; he had plenty of the 
other Chicago papers, and told us that ‘‘if we 
did not take them we should have to go without 
any.” Yesterday it was the same. Only once 
this week could I secure a copy of Tar Trisune, 
for which there is now a largely-increased de- 
mand. Are the train- boysbribed to bring only 
the other dailies ? It looks like it.” 

Another writes from Tonica, 16th inst., ‘‘ What 
is the matter with the train-newsboys, that we 
cannot get any Trieunes from them? Every 
day they givethe same answer, ‘All sold out; 
haven't got any left.’ Bat why the mischief 
don’t they lay inalarger supply upon leaving 
Chicago? Is it necessary to pass this station 
every day with an armful of Times, which people 
don’t want, and no Trisunes, for which there is 
alivelydemand? Five or six other men at this 
station want Trrsunes, but we can’t get them 
from the newsboys onthe train. Something 
has got to be done about it. The newsboys have 
no right to discriminate in favor of one paper 
against another.” 


THE UNION-PARK JOB. 

The Union-Park-addition job was nearly suc- 
cessful on Monday night. It received a majority 
vote, but failed to obtain the twenty-one votes 
required by the charter, but came within two 
votes of it. The price proposed to be paid for 
that triangle of ground was out of all proportion 
to its actual value. Let it be put up at public 
auction and sold on canal terms of payment, and 
it will not begin to bring $100,000. The lot 
contains 73,220 square feet, or something like 
an acre and two-thirds. Who is there in or out 
of the Council who pretends to say that ground 
facing Union Park is worth in the market $1738, - 
000 per acre, or the half or the third of it? The 
great mass of the tax-payers regard the attempt 
to palm off this piece of ground on the city as 
an outrageous act on the part of Aldermen, acting 
with a full knowledge of the embarrassed financial 
condition of the city. We have had in tne past 
several revelations of the ordinary practice 
adopted in selling real estate to the city. In the 
first place, the owner puts down a liberal price 
for the property ; to this he adds a large per- 
centage for the agents who are to work up the 
case, and another large fund for division amon 
the Aldermen who are to vote for the purchase. 
In the bribery cases tried a few years ago, the 
public were informed how this distribution was 
managed. If twenty-one votes were needed to 
pass a job, then a sum of money equal to twenty- 
one times the amount to be paid to each Alderman 
was deposited to the credit of some selected per- 
son. When the ordinance was passed, then each 
person on the list received his fee. That has 
been the practice for several years. It was car- 
ried to its fullest extent in the Council in office 
at the time of the fire. It is significant and omi- 
nous that the Union-Park-addition fraud re— 
ceived ** nineteen” votes,—the number once fa- 
mous and now historical in the annals of the 
Chicago Common Council. 

We have described this property on a former 
occasion. It is a triangular block, situated be- 
tween Warren avenue on the north, Ashiand 
avenue on the west, Madison street on the south, 

and Ogden avenue on the east. It contains 73,- 
220 square feet, or about an acre and two-thirds. 
The value of this piece of ground was estimated 
by Ald. Coey at not over $150,000, by Ald. Sid- 
well at €@115,000, and Ald. Heath, who lives in 
the neighborhood, said that the same amount of 
far more eligible property could be purchased in 
the neighborhood for $93,721. The price pro- 
posed to be paid for it by the city is $268,000, — 
leaving & margin of $171,000. The property is, 
with all of Union Park, in the Twelfth Ward. 
The park is & neighborhood park exclusively. It 
is of no special advantage, or convenience, or 
pleasure to any portion of the people of the city 
save those of portions of the Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth Wards, a part of the Tenth, Eleventh, 
and Fourteenth’ Wards. Ald. Campbell and 
Moore, of the Thirteenth Ward, Ald. Heath, 
of the Twelfth Ward, Ald. Cleveland, of the 
Fourteenth Ward, and Clark, of the Tenth Ward, 


Who represent that immediate neighborhood, all 


voted against the travsparent fraud. Now let 
us see the localities represented by the gentle- 
men who voted for this improvement of Union 
Park : ; 

South Division—Foley and Warren—2. 

West Division—McClowry, Oullerton, Hildreth, T. F. 
Bailey, O’Brien, Woodman, White, Miner, Quirk, and 
Eckhardt—10, 

North Division—Mahr, Stout, Schaffner, Lengacher, 
Murphy, Cannon, and Corcoran—7, Total, 19. 


We are wholly at a loss to account for the votes 
given by four or five of the Aldermen in the 
above list. They are believed by the people 
generally to be above bribery or corrupt influ- 
ences. Their record heretofore on all jobs and 
schemes of doubtful character has been good and 
honest. We cannot believe their votes in favor 
of paying such a shameful ‘price for this wholly 
unnecessary piece of ground were purchased or 
corruptly influenced. The most charitable con- 
struction to put on their action is that they were 
voting in error as to the actual value of the 
ground or the necessity for its purchase, or that 
they allowed personal importunity and persua- 
sion of outside interested parties to overcome 
their better judgment. 

But what shall be said of the motives and 
reasons which controiled the votes of a dozen of 
the others ? 
own conclusions, which will not be flattering to 
their reputation or integrity. Itis surprising 
that any of them ventured to vote for the pur- 
chase without baviog first counted noses, and 
been sure they bad 21 votes certain, and enough 
in reserve to pass it by a two-thirds vote over 
the Mayor’s veto, for of course he would have 
put the executive seal of condemnation upon so 
outrageous an attack on the Treasury of the 
city. 

Since writing the above we have learned some 
facts which may throw light on the subject. We 
are informed that this piece of land is chiefly 
owned by Mr. Sam Walker, and that he owes 
the Second National Bank about $130,000; that 
the Second National Bank suspended, having 
$130,000 of the funds of the city (D. A. Gage, 
Treasurer, ) in its possession. The land is worth, 
if wanted, $75,000 to $100,000. If the city will 
give $268,000 for it, then Mr. Walker will pay the 
Second National Bank, the Second National will 
pay Mr. Gage, av@ Gage will pay the city $130,000 
on account. Why not give $700,000 at once, and 
discharge all his liabilities and pay Walker's 
debts beside ”? 


THE REINCORPORATION PETITION. 

The petition for the reincorporation of Chicago, 
which was signed by 15,000 of the voters and 
tax-payers of this city, has taken the direction 
which we indicated it would in a former articie, 
As soon as the petition was read in the Council, 
the motion was made to refer it to the Commitiee 
on County Relations, followed by another motion 


‘to refer it to the J udiciary Committee, the latter 


reference being adopted, upon the absurd and 
insutfing grounds that more than one-third of 


resolution to fix the time for voting on the ques- 
tion of reincorporation was then referred to the 
same convenient quarter, The third resolution, 
to instruct the Committee to report next 
Monday evening upon the foregoing resolu- 
tion, was defeated. Ald. Foley capped 
the chmax of impudence and insult by 
offering a resolution providing for ‘The ap- 
pointment of a special committee of three 
citizens from each division of the city to open 
in their respective districts a place centrally 
located, for at least ten days, to evable signers 
of the petition presented by the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee to come forward and duly qualify them- 
selves as jiegal voters at the election therein 
named.” The Judiciary Committee now have 
the whole matver in their hands without any 
instructions, and they will report when they see 
fit, notwithstanding the fact;that the signers of 
this petition have asked the Council to order 
a special election guaranteed them by law. 
This Committee will delay the report up- 
on tze petition as long as they dare, 
and will then report in such form that it 
will g» to another commuittee, and thus action 
will be) delayed until such time as the majority 
of the Council fancy the public interest in the 
matter has died away, an.) then nothing more 
will be heard of it. The friends of the measure 
in the Council and the Citizens’ Association 
must see that the legal rights of the people of 
this city are not trampled upon in any such man- 
ner, and if the bummers in the Council, who are 
afraid thsy may be left out in the cold, persist in 
thwarting the will of the people, then let the 
Democratic party be held responsible for it. 
The only way in which the people of this city 
can obtain their rights is by constant vigilance. 


CONGRESSIONAL PAY. 

A feature of the Congressional Salaries act, 
rot repealed, is that which provides for the 
monthly pay of members-elect, upon their cer- 
tificates of election, before the assembling of the 
Congress te which they are elected. The pay, 
therefore, of Senators, Representatives, and 
Delegates in the Forty-fourth Congress, at $5,000 
each per annum, will begin on the 4th of March, 
1875, and the several monthly payments during 
nine montis before that Congress assembles (on 
the first Monday in December, 1875) will call for an 
expenditure of $1,402,500 out of the Public Treas- 
ury. This, for the supposed service of a Congress 
that is not in service, and for the pay of mem- 
bers who are at home attending to their usual 
business affairs, is a feature of the salaries ques- 
tion which the people have fully understood, and, 
regardless alike of persous or of party, condemn. 
In no other official station are public servants 
paid for service before service begins; anda 
matter-of-fact people can see no good reason 
why Congress should make an exception solely 
in tavor of itself. This provision by Congress 
for the manner of its own pay—popularly 
known as the ‘‘forward pay "—was embodied 
in an appropriation bill, separately from aad 
some weeks before the $7,500 salary acs (and 
**back-pay ”) of March 3, 1873, and was not em- 
braced in the repeal of that act. So when Con- 
gress gave up the $7,500 salary and returned to 
the $5,000 salary, the provision for forward pay 
was all untouched, and, unless repealed this win- 
ter, the ** forward pay” of next year will call for 
an aggregate expenditure of $1,402,500 upon the 
membership of a Congress not yet organized or 
in session. 

The mere statement of this fact, ealling at- 
tention to it, should be enough to insure a re- 
peal. But there are other minor features which 
show that system to be, in detail, a fraud on the 
public. There are seventeen seats in the House 
to be filled by elections after the 4th of March, 
1875, viz.: New Hampshire, three, in March : 
Connecticut, four, in April; California, four, in 
September; Mississippi, six, in November. 
There has already occurred (by death) a vacancy 
in the Tennessee delegation. Other vacancies, 
by resignation or death, may be expected to 
occur, as they usually have occurred,

while he who finally wins the seat [gets pay only 
for the remainder of the term. The Tennessee 
member-elect (Col. Head) having died before the 
4th of March, we presume the pay for that seat 
would be withheld in favor ef the man who 
shall be elected, a year hence, to fill it; but in 
1873 several members-elect died, whose salaries 
were paid to the day of deceasé, and their suc- 
cessors were paid from a day which preceded 
even & caucus nomination to the vacant seat. 

In their most avowed repugnance to the sal- 
aries legislation of Congress, the people have 
nowhere expressed an unwillingness that mem- 
bers of Congress should hive adequate and just 
compensation. If $10,000 for the whole Con- 
gressional service rendered, or to be rendered, in 
a term of two years, bea sum upon which Con- 
gressmen and the people can agree, let that sum 
be expended as service is rendered, aod only to 
those who actually serve. The ‘forward pay” 
feature should be utterly repealed. And, while 
Congress is about it, the Congress this winter 
would do a suitaple thing to repeal all legislation 
for Congressional pay beyond the 4th of March, 
1875, and remit the whole subject of future sal- 
aries to the new Congress. 


THE ‘‘ PANIC” AND THE NORTHWEST. 

A year ago a terrible panic paralyzed the busi- 
ness of the country. Jay Cooke & Co. and 
many other large houses failed; the banks io 
New York and St. Louis, and most other cities, 
stopped payment, and financial ruim stared in the 
face everybody who had any considerable in- 
debtedness afloat. Some of our own banks 
bowed before the storm ; but more of them brav- 
ed it, it is believed, than in any other city in the 
eountry. From this disaster the West began to 
recover sooner than any other section of the 
Union. The improvement bas been slowly but 
steadily going fo:ward, till now but little re- 
mains to remind us of the dangers and 
trials through which we were passing only 
@ year ago. The causes which have pro- 
moted this early return to comparative prosperi- 
ty can be found largely in the remunerative 
prices our farmers have received for their pro- 
ducts ; the fact that they had last year an abun- 
dance of them to sell; that their Eastern and 
European customers were forced to have them ; 
and that the freight-charges for the year have 
been op an average less than fisual. During all 
these mopsgmour people have been practicing 
close economy. They have sold more iu values 
than they have bought, and hence some have 
been liquidating obligations, while others have 
been speedily adding to their wealth and pros- 
perity. 

It is now estimated by our best informed com- 
mercial statisticians that our shipments of cereals 
eastward this year may fall below those of the 
last about 10 per cent. While, since July, the 
price of wheat has been much lower than for 
the year previous, the better figures realized 
on corn and oats, and some articles of provisions, 
will make the value of our exports eastward fully 
equal to what they were for the year 1873. The 
footings of the values of these shipments were 
just about $200,000,000. It is easy to see 
how, by economizing in a hundred ways, 
the people of the West have probably 
saved some millions of dollars during 
the past year. Hence the better con- 
dition of trade, and the healthier activity 
among our merchants and dealers than is 
claimed for New York and other cities upon the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

With a right understanding of that fundamen- 
tal principle that to buy less than we sell al- 
ways tends to make us richer, and by acting 
rigidly in accordance with it, the West can bid 
defiance to all commercial crises. If our export 
trade, not to speak of our lumber, manufactures, 
and other products, now foots up in a single 
year to 200,000,000, what will it be before the 
century closes? It might be pleasant to take 
that first shipment of grain—seventy-eight 
bushels of wheat, only thirty-six years ago—as a 
basis to estimate our chances for permanent 
prosperity in this city and the Northwest. 


WESTERN RAILROAD TRAFFIC. 

A Committee which has been investigating the 
financial condition of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company has submitted a report, part of which 
is of especial interest to the Western farmer. 
The Company owns or controls 3,025 miles of 
road weat of Pittsburg. The report on this seo- 
tion necessarily treats of the States from Ohio to 
Nebraska asaunit. This diminishes its value 
inasmuch as things that are true of Illinois are 
not necessarily true of Kansas, and vice versa. 
However, the Committee, speaking of the whole 
section, says that its growth has been abnormal ; 
that its railroads cannot be profitable until manu- 
factures bave gained a better footing ; and that 
it is too far from the European, and even the 
Eastern, consumer to send its products to those 
markets. Theysum up their sweeping state- 
ments as follows: 

We have thus these three facta before us : 

1. That the tendency of prices for the products of 
the farm is downward ; 

2. That the cost of transportation cannot be safely 
reduced below existing rates ; 

3. That the products of the farm from the Far West 
will not, at the present rates, profitably bear railroad 
transportation to the East and pay the railroad com- 


pany a fair price for its carriage, or the farmer a just 
reward for his labor and capital invested. 


The Railroad Gazelie very properly takes 
issue with the Committee on the second of these 
assertions. The first, despite the Gazetie’s 
opposition, seems to us well founded. The 
established doctrine of the tendency of profits 
toa minimum makes it probable. The present 
discontent among Western farmers may fairly 
be considered as the result of diminished profits. 
The second of the Committee’s conclusions may, 
however, be fairly rebutted. An increase of 
traffic would certainly make a reduction of rates 
practicable. The report itself states, in another 
place, that an increase of 60 per cent in the 
capital of the Pennsylvania Central has allowed 
an increase of 230 per cent in the amount of 
freight. It is plain, then, that if more 
freight is offered, less rates may safely be 
charged, and, if no more roads are built, 
those now io operation are sure, from the natu- 
ral growth of the country, to secure more traffic. 
The Gazetie agrees with the Committee's third 
conclusion. Sodowe. It is important to ob- 
serve, however, that it is true only when the 
‘Far West” is concerned, and when grain is the 
thing to be transplanted. Cattle, wool, etc., can 
still be profitably carried. Grain cannot be, on 
all-rail routes, but may be by water. The obvi- 
ous conclusion, which the Committee naturally 
omits, and the Gaselle apparently forgets, to 
draw, is that Western grain-growers must, if 
they would live, have cheap water-transporta- 
tion. They need the Rock Isiand & Hennepin 
Canal; they need the enlargement of the Erie 
Canal; and they need the ratification of the 
pending Reciprocity Treaty with Canada,

which the provisions now proposed in regard to 
the use of the enlarged Canadian canals by our 
vessels may be confirmed. Another inference 
might be the advisability of raising cattle instead 
of grain. The exportation of beef on the hoof 
has but just begun. It is capable of indefinite 
exparsion. The owners of the Anchor Line of 
ocean steamships carried cattle to Glasgow on 
their own account in the summer of 1873, and 
cleared, so a Glasgow merchant informs us, 100 
per cent by the speculation. Such profits are s 
loud call to Western land-owners to exchange 
crops for cattle.

EXPORTS OF ALCOHOL. 

The New York Journal of Commerce relates a 
commercial grievance which certainly calls for 
relief. Prior to 1872 the exportation of distilled 
spirits was embarrassed by various legal restric- 
tions. In August, 1872, the law was changed, 
and American alcohol became an article of in- 
creasing export to the advantage of the manu- 
facturers. In 1878, the export was 50,000 bar- 
rela. The rapid increase of the trade seemed to 
invite the interference of certain officials. Un- 
der the act of 1872, the exporters had to furnish 
a bond to secure the landing of the spirits in 
foreign countries. Two sureties were required, 
each of them bound in double the amount of the 
tax. The tax for each proof gailon is 70 cents, 
making $1.31 for each running gallon. Each se- 
curity, therefore, was bound for $2.62 on each 
gallon exported. The value of the alcohol aver- 
ages about 50 cents a running gallon, so that the 
bonds were for ten times the value of the article. 
The exporters, however, managed to find secu- 
rities on these bonds, and, though the trade be- 
came extensive, the Government did not lose a 
dollar. A change was, however, made, and 
the distillers were required to give the 
bond for export; and then, in July, 1874, 
the law was again changed so as to allow the 
spirits to leave the distillery under a transporta- 
tion bond, which might be exchanged at the port 
of shipment foran export bond. Now comes 
another change. The law says the sureties on 
these bonds must be “ satisfactory to the Collec- 
tor,” but the Revenue Department has issued 
orders that each surety shall on oath justify that 
he is worth the amount of the bond in unincum- 
bered real estate. This strikes at the possibility 
of getting such bonds. Merchants in New York 
whose notes or bonds are good for any amount 
at the baokor on 'Change are not interested 
heavily in real estate. Thev have use of their 
capital otherwise. Seventy-seven merchants of 
New York engaged in the trade have asked that 
this last order be reversed, and the Department 
bas refased it. The policy of the Revenue De- 
partment seems to be to break up the exporita- 
tion of alcohol and to keep it at home, while 
the interests of the country seem to point out 
that the larger the export the better. We think 
that the exportation of spirits is one 
of the wisest policies that could be adopt- 
ed, and should be liberally encouraged 
by Congress. The production of spirit in the 
United States is very great. How much of it 
escapes taxation we do oot know, but suppose 
the proportion must be large. If it were all ex- 
ported, the country would lose the revenue 
derived from it; but we do not know that the 
national loss would be so great. Spirits are 
taxed because they are an evil, unavoidable it 
may be, but not the less an evil. If the Govern- 
ment would encourage the exportation of spirits 
rather than seek to compel their consumption at 
home, it would not only benefit the manufacturer 
and the grower of the raw material, but would 
benefit society generally. There is no reason 
why, with the abundance of the raw material 
produced in this country, our exports of alcohol 
may not in time equal our exports of petroleum, 
and be like that a source of national wealth, 
far more compensating than the revenue now 
collected from the home consumption. 


There appears to be no doubt that Mexican 
rangers are again at the exciting and profitable 
pastime of raiding over the border. The Gal- 
veston (Tex.) News gives an account of a raid 
on Los Almos, about 100 miles from the Rio 
Grande. Parties of raiders have also been seen 
crossing the river with bales of calico and other 
evidences of spoliation on their horses, while 
bands of robbers have collected cotton, cattle, 
and borses from various parte of Texas, and 
carried off their booty unmolested. Of course 
when dry goods, cattle, and other commodi- 
ties are too expensive for purchase, a cheap 
and practicable means of obtaining them opens 
up ina raid; but the laws of modern society 
are singularly barren of encouragement to this 
free and easy style of obtaining possession. 
Mexican doliars are just as good as gold, and 
the good people of Texas would prefer coin to 
curses in exchange for their products. tn fact, 
unless hemp offers such attractions to the raid- 
ers that they have carried off all that is available 
in the neighborhood, a judicious application of 
it to the marauders would be advisable. Of 
course, before cooking a hare it is necessary to 
catch him; butif the Texans cannot make a 
proper preparation for a feast of jugged Mexi- 
can hare, they do not deserve sympathy. 


There was an adroit robbery of an express car 
at Delaware Station, a little hamlet on the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad.

Coming to a high fence, he pulled 
down enough of it to admit the safe, and after 
dragging it fifty yards further pried it open. He 
made a hurried examination of its contents with 
a light, and secured $3,000 in cash and jewelry, 
leaving nearly four times that amount ia 
greenbacks, done up in paper in such 
& manner that he could not discover what they 
wers. The robbery and examination were com- 
pleted so rapidly that the train had barely left 
the station when a resident of the village en- 
countered a man running from the spot. A few 
minutes later the safe had been discovered be- 
fore the express messenger had missed it, and 
reflected upon his ostrich-like stupidity.

His 
design was to construct a tunnel of sheet-iron 
in sections, thus doing away with all necessity 
for a coffer-dam, and build a brick tunnel inside 
it. Howthis system of building would have 
succeeded remains to be tried, Unfortunately 
for Boston, Gen. Foster's death, a few weeks 
since, prevented his prosecution of the work, 
and leaves it doubtful whether any other engi- 
neer is competent to take it up where he left it. 


A rumor of war was started in New York 
Saturday by the announcement that 3,500,000 
pounds of saltpetre had been ordered from 
Europe, and upon inquiry it was found that 
such ap order had actually been given to a Peari 
street firm. The fact was that a Japanese Gov- 
ernment purchaser had been on the ground en- 
deavoring to buy up saltpetre in the interests, 
not of peace alone, but of war with China also. 
The price asked him was too large, and he re- 
gretfu.ly sought the European manufacturers, 
who undoubtedly were endeavoring to buy up 
what there was on hand ia the American mar- 
ket. Acco.ding to Mr. Gladstone and the cable 
dispatches published yesterday, there is more 
danger to be apprehended im Europe from Saint 
Peter than from saltpetre.

There was truth enough to 
clo a city with great responsibility, 
and to make a citizen a synonym for a King 
Lhe individual human out im the country was as 
near to zero as thought could approach. The 
individual tiger or lion was a perfect success, all 
he demanded being some other animal, not of 
his kind, which he could eat. Man must not be 
individual in this sense,—had not been sipce the 
race began. A mere individual man was the 
mistletoe of the human race,—a hanger-on of the 
city. Selkirk was not alone; be bad Europe al! 
with him; had improved agriculture; had the 
Apostles and all the saints to help him worship ; 
the shops of England to fill his tool-chest. He 
was a mistletoe hauger-on of a tree not his own. 

A city was the culmination of an entire region. 
The fine arts demandeda city for cradle and 
arena; eloquence must possess an audience 
baving thickly built homes, whose people could 
easily gather to hear the eloquent words. Arch- 
itecture must also await the assemblage of 
men. A coliseum would be an impossibility 
without 60,000 people to assemble to see the 
games. Jt was the crowd that made the arts. 
ibe painter could only spring up and become in- 
spired where there were eyes to see his work. 
Equally dependent upon the multitude was mu- 
Bic, which needed a sympathetic audience to flow 
toward the keys of Beethovea or the strings of 
Paganini. 

THE WHOLE WORLD OF CULTURE 

drew its life from that origin called city, being 
the place where enough elements met to form 
manhood.

The coun- 
try was the place where the great, vitalized spirit 
might sleep betimes. The crisis of the times 
madea Daniel Webster; the pageantry of the 
stage made a Shakspeare; the combined music 
of Europe waked up the brain of an unwilling 
student and made a thoven. 

Cities were 

GREAT MILLS OF THE GODS, 

not where man was ground to powder, but 
where he was ground out. The true citizen was 
one who felt and acted in harmony with the 
great mass of homes. The mind and heart that 
called these men together might be roused, that 
art, science, religion, literature, might spring up 
as flowers from the soil. The city to be great 
must not be the arena of traffic alone, but must 
basten to be apn arena of art and science. 
Neither cattie, nor wheat, nor lumber, 
would make a truly great city. Athens, Rome, 
Fiorence, Paris, were built by Kings. Nature 
was never invoked; no favor was asked of com- 
merce. The Kings found placea where they 
wished to carry their riches, their millions, 
stolen or otherwise; and, if a rival town threat- 
ened their magnificence, the army was invoked, 
and the rival was abated, and its magnificence 
transferred to the King’s place of safekeeping. 
The old cities became rich in ali that was gran 
because they were not the outcome of labor 
and industry, but of brains, and taste, and 
culture. In the first days there was some 
woik, but it all ceased as soon as it became 
yo enough to steal. The oid cities had wails 
to keep the outside thieves from stealing their 
valuabies. If we were living in oid times, Chica- 
go would have to set about reducing Milwaukee 
and St. ie; brioging hither their gold and 

vealth, their females to be servants, their men 
to build parks and public works. Our citizens 
could not do this, could not turn the Mississippi 
from St. Louis. Our local aspirations bad noth- 
ing left them but good, honest, hard work. 
[Appiause. } 

THE TASTE AND AMBITION OF THE CITIZEN 
must supply what the oid monarchs gave to their 
cities. Power bad flown from the turone to the 
people; so must taste and culture change own- 
ers as well. In the old eities, all the riches of 
art or literature were for the people. The 
sculptors, from Phidias to Angelo, worked for 
all; the temples and the classic theatres were 
for all, 60,000 people at one place,—aa annual 
festival. Angelo carved his marbles for the 
whole worla to see. These were grand facts 
in the glorious past. Whatever beauty 
that Old World had was like God's 
sunshine, poured for the good and 
the evil, the just and the unjust. Whatever 
those ages bad, they i liberally to all men, 
and upbraided not. Thus genius was inspired 
and encouraged. Had sculpture been for a 
dining-room there would have been no Phidias ; 
an order for a bedchamber or a parlor-set would 
not have produced the galleries of the Louvre. 

It was the calliug of the multitude which made 
men. The selfishness of individualism which 
hated the public could never inspire anything 
noble; and hence to bring the education, and 
honor, and dignity of the age out of sellish se- 
clusion was the duty of the citizen. 

THIS POPULARIZING OF ART, 

and music, and eloquence, and worship was al- 
most the only use of mopvey that would save the 
love of it from becoming acrime. When money 
began to turn toward the public rather than the 
private life, public morality was in the ascend- 
aut. Patriotism was a love for one’s own home. 
We could be of no service for Boston or Cali- 
fornia except in being Chicago! Look well to 
its officers and jurymen, honest men not hiding 
in a cellar to escape jury service; look well to 
morality, religion, and art. This was the 
only service we could render in_ general 
to the people of other cities by the contagion of 
excellence. The highest self-love was the best 
patriotism. The patriotism of Corneil was his 
college; of Morse, his telegrapb; of Bryant and 
Whittier, the songs which their muses gave to 
their country. That city was therefore of most 
value to the Union which made itself the most 
honorable and beautiful; which bad the best 

arks, and churches, and libraries, the broadest, 
nest streets, the best Fire Department. 

THE NEW PATRIOTISM 

of our city was that the lawyer should look well 
to the honor of the Bar, the Judge to that of the 
Bench, the clergy to that of the pulpit, the edi- 
tor to that of the prese—and altogether to the 
fionor of the whole city. Our metropolis had 
done an immense work all along to have arisen 
up out of such ashes as we all saw four years ago ; 
enough to protect us from all scolding tongues. 
Its past had been grand and good. The city 
now on band was a small matter to that we 
should have to deal with in the next twenty 
years. Within that time we shouid have a mill- 
ion people in the places of the present throng. 
The old monarchs ordered their cities to 
be built; but they were all mortal, and 
no one obeyed the once potent crown. 
One ci was invoked by the grand 
voice of Nature, whispering through the prairie 
grass or roaring on the lakes, saying, ‘“* It must 
be!” The eall had only partly been obeyed; 
but the obedient ones were coming or bad come. 
Why, the railways went out on the prairies, as 
one of the ioneers said, where there 
was “nothing but God and grass.” [Ap- 
plause.} There was Lake Michigan, the 
most wonderful of double-tracks, with connect- 
ing lines on the shores of the Republic or the 
shores of theQueen. Wonderful road, the lakes ! 
Their rails were put down ages ago, but no ove 
ever need renew them. There was no suit for 
right of way; all cargoes moved free; the i’res 
ident was Nature! Such was our city, such the 
duties of the citizen. (Prolonged applause.)

THE CHICAGO & SOUTHERN RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY. 

MR. YOUNG'S ANSWER TO INTERROGATORIES. 

A slight advance was made in the progress of 
the suit of J. B. Brown vs. the Chicago & Soutb- 
ern Railroad Company et al., by the filing of the 
answer of J. E. Young to some interrogatories 
propounded to him by the complainant; also a 
trauscript of the minutes of the Directors at two 
meetings, held July 15 and Sept. 2, 1874. It was 
shown in these minutes that the Chicago, Dan- 
ville & Vincennes Railroad Company had pro- 
cured mght-of-way, donations, and railroad ties 
for the Southern Road at a total expense 
of $125,000, with the verbal understanding that 
an account should be had forthe same. It was 
at that meeting (July 15) also agreed that tho 
Southern Road should borrow $90,000, to be se- 
cured by 320 bonds of the road. The bonds were 
to be sold for not less than 80 per cent, and the 
neat little sum of $20,000, or 22'4 per cent, was 
to be allowed for commission, together with a 
further indetinite sum for incidental expenses. 
At a subseguent meeting ‘goog 2) it was agreed 
that sixty bonds should be immediately sur- 
rendered to the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes 
Railroad Company, probably to secure its ad- 
vances. 

. E. Young, in his answer to the 
interrogatories of Brown, denies that he or 
the firm of J. E. Young & Co. ever had any per- 
sopal interest in the Soutnern Railroad Com- 
pany. The origival Directors, he says, volun- 
tarily resigned, in accordance with a plan agreed 
on. They did not succeed in providing means 
for building the road, and others took the busi- 
ness, and were elected Directors. Young says 
he does pot know whether any bonds have been 
used in bribing the Common Council or not. He 
also claims that Brown did not fivish his work 
in accordance with the contract, and last fall 
virtually abandoned it. 

The transcript of the cash-book only goes 
back to July 18, 1874, and within that time shows 
areceipt of #14.486.48, and the expenditure, 
chiefly for nghts of way, of $10,107.33. Among 
the other items are $175 to C. N. Wheeler, for 
services ; $320 to H. A. Smythe, for services ; 
and $230 for engraving bonds. The 320 bonds, 
for $1,000 each, were disposed of in the follow-

THE CENTRAL UNION DEPOT. 
SHALL THE BALTIMORE 4 OHIO GO IN THERE? 
At the time when the Michigan Central was 

trying to prevent the Baltimore & Ohio from 
crossing its track at Lake Station it was the gen- 
eral opinion that the action was inspired by jeal- 
ousy toward the latter road. It was, however, 
claimed by the managers of the Michigan Cen- 
tral, that such was not their animus ; their oppo- 
sition arising solely from a desire to protect the 
public from accidents, as grade crossings are 
known to be exceedingly hazardous. Having 
been beaten in this, the Michigan Central Rail- 
road is again at work throwing obstacles in the 
way of the Baltimore & Obio, this time in regard 
to its entering the Central Union Depot at the 
foot of Lake street. 

It must be observed that some time ago the 
Baltimore & Obio entered intoa contract with 
the Illinois Central Railroad, in which the lat- 
ter agreed to give the former the right to enter 
its depot on the same conditions as the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad. It also agreed 
to build for the Bakimore & Ohio a freight 
depot next toits own, and its additional track 
alongside its own, from South Park to the depot. 
*This latter part of the contract has been com- 

led with, the track and freight depot both 

ing finished and in use. But ou the execution 
of that part of the contract giviog the pew road 
the right to use for its passenger traffic the 
Central depot, a veto bas just been put in by 
the Michigan Central, which owns two-fifths 
of the ground on which the depot is erect- 
ead, the Illinois Central owning the 
other three-fifths. The Michigan Central 
claims that there is no 100m in the depot for the 
new road, and hence its objection. in its pro- 
test the Michigan Centra! says that the contract 
referred to was made without the knowledge of 
its managors, and therefore repudiate it, and 
protest against the occupatiou of said premises 
or any attempt on the part of the Baltimore & 
Ohio to occupy the same, either under said con- 
tract or in any other way. 

Should the Michigan Central insist upon its 
present demand, and refuse to let the Balti- 
more & Ohio enter, a Lively railroad fight 
seeins to be imminent. The Burlington 
Railroad enters that depot under a similiar 
contract as that entered into between the Lili- 
nois Central and the Baltimore & Ohio, and 
there is a@ probability that the Illinois Central 
will treat it as the Beltimore & Ohio is treated 
by the Michigan Central. As matters now stand, 
there is no telling where the fight will end. The 
Baltimore & Obio, however, willopen for passen- 
ger traffic Monday, though it may be compelled 
temporarily to stop its passenger trains outside 
the depot. This difficulty may hasten the erec- 
tion of the long-taiked-of Union depot at the 
West Side, the Michigan Central and Burlington 
& Quincy being very anxious to emigrate thither.

DISTANCE TABLES. 
MEETING OF THE WESTERN BUREAU OF RAILROAD

These are now 
reguiated according to what is known 
among railroad men as “ McGraham’s Table 
of Distances,” but there is a strong movement 
to have this materially modified. The subject 
was discussed for several hours, but it was 
finally determined to make no changes at 
present, and the meeting adjourned to assemble 
again upon call. 

THE EASTERN BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS. 

Specisl Diepatch to The Chieaso Tribune, 

New York, Nov. 17.—The Board of Commis- 
sioners for the associated trunk lines have as 
yet taken no steps for providing a new schedule 
of rates on the railways for which they act. The 
Board is made up of ex-Gov. William Dennison, 
of Ohio, Judge Jewett, of Philadelphia, and 
Col. 3B. YF. ®Bilanchard, of this city. 
Mr. Dennison came to-day, and Judge Jewett is 
expected to-morrow. Cul. Blanchard said to- 
day it was impossible to state when the new 
rates will be fixed. They wiehed to learn the re- 
suit of the consultation of the Western Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, new sitting at

ern companies have only to settle rates on West- 
ern transportation. 

J. H. Grossler, who has charge of the freight 
interests of the Pennsylvania Railwayin this 
city, says there will be no change in the freight 
rates on the line before December, at the very 
earliest, and probably not till considerably later. 

George R. Blanchard, Second Vice-President 
of the Erie Railway, thinks there will be no 
change in rates before January, and the in- 
crease will be small. This gentleman adds that 
the truth about the Baltimore conference was 
that the Baltimore & Ohio Road agreed to every- 
thing that was asked of it. The Company was 
not asked to sigu the Saratoga contract. They 
were asked to maintain rates, aod they have sent 
orders to their agents to do this. 


THE SARATOGA AGREEMENT. 
MEETING OF THE CHEAP TRANSPORTATION ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

The journey of Commodore Vanderbilt, Col. 
Thomas A. Scott, and H, J. Jewett to Baltimore, 
to induce Mr. Garrett, of the Baltimore & Ohio 
liuoad, to join the Saratoga combination, has 
created considerable excitement at New York 
business circles. New York papers, in 
speaking of this matter, say that in 
business matters it had been customary for 
many years for Commodore Vanderbilt to re- 
ceive people who had busivess with him at his 
office, and not for bim to make a journey to wait 
on them. 

There is a widespread apprehension that the 
combination bas been formed, not for the pur- 
pose of reform, but to create a grand pool to 


maintain high rates. 

At tbe meeting of the Cheap Transportation 
Association, held at New York on the 14th, this 
subject received special attention, and the fol- 
lowing highly interesting report and resolutions 
in regard to the combination were unanimously 
aiopted : 

In August last, a convention of railway managers 
was held at Saratoga for ‘the ostensible and praise- 
worthy purpose of inaugurating reforms in the man- 
agement of all our trunk lines of railway, to the end 
ihat the public might have reasonabie rates of trans- 
portation, and at the same time shareholders receive a 
fair compensation for their investments, There were 
rumors floating about, however, that this conference 
of railway magnates was not for this purpose, but 
rather to arrange a more perfect combination to swell 
their revenues at the expense of the public. Para- 
graphs like the following were occasionaliy seen in some 
of the papers: ‘* For once Commodore Vanderbilt, Col. 
Scott, and the Erie people were in harmony, all agree- 
ing that the crisis is upon them, and must be met, and 
that it was better to meet the enemy at the West than 
t© wait until he had advanced into New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and the Eastern States. What the plan of 
the campaign is no one but themselves know, but if 
what we hear whispered is only half true, it cannot be 
long before the order is given to move on the enemy's 
works.” But the citizens ef New York gave them- 
selves no uneasiness, relying upon the law of supply 
and demand, the sagacity of the railroad managers 
themeeives, feeling sure that they would nue 
kill the goose that laid the golden egys; but 
late indications have not been very reas#uring, and 
yesterday tbe merchants of New York were 
startied by the announcement that the Presidents 
of the ** New York Ceatral,” the Erie, and the ** Penn- 
syivania Central’’—three men who hold the welfare of 
New York in their hands and wield more real power 
than any other three mea on this contiment—had made 
a especial journey to Kaitimore to indace the President 
of the only other prineipal competing Line te join them 
in an alliance which practicaily poolea their earnings 
and left them free te take from the public any sum 
they might choose to aak, In the opinion of the Com- 
mittee the management of these three great highways 
has not been eharacterized by a disinterested and 
public spirit which wouki make the possession of such 
power either desirable or safe. From the most reliable 
data extant it ie evident that the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad did not cost ite stock and bond 
holders to exceed $35,000,000, while its liabili- 
ties now exceed §$117,000,000. The Erie cost 
its stock and bond holders even leas, and its 
habilities now exceed $126,000,000. The stock of 
the Pennsylvania Central has pot been so glaringly 
watered, but its babilities are now upwards of $111,- 
000,000, All energies of the managers of these great 
Lighways are now bent upon maintaining rates of 
freight at a point which will pay dividends upon these 
fictitious values. Mostof this inflation has been ac 
complished by fixing high rates of freight, accumu- 
lating a large surplus fund, putting it into improve- 
ments, and then issuing stock to represent the value of 
these improvements ; or, in other words, first exacting 
money from the public, and then forever making the 
public pay interest upon the amount so exacted. It is 
argued by the apologists for this practice that it is cur- 
rent among manufacturing and other corporations; 
but they ignore these essential points: that a railroad 
is endowed with the right of eminent domain,—the 
right to take private property ** because it is for the 
public use,” and railroads therefore owe some duties 
to the pubhe that manufacturing companies do 
not. Agaim, manufacturing corporations are not like 
railroads, Natural monopolies by virtue of their very 
formation, and no one is obhged to patronize them, as 
is the case with the railroads. Bearing upon this point 
is a slip from the market report of an evening paper of 
this city, bearing date April 9, 1874: “ The chief point 
of attack to-day was Central Railroad stock, which has 
falien 24; per cent, and of which it is said a large 
amount has changed hands; our representative inquir- 
ing the reason of this movement was told by one of 
the most prominent brokers on the street substantially 
as follows : That 100 shares of Central steck were worth 
$10,000 ten years ago, and then paid $600 interest to 

6 owner ; now, without the investment of another 
ae the same stock is worth $20,700, and pays 
$1,656 interest. In the opinion of many people this is 
aD unnatural strain, and cannot long be borne.” Con- 
trasted with the policy of the other great highways,the 
policy of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad has been to 
devote its surplus earnings to increase the capacity of 
and perfecting the road, but not issuing stock to rep- 
resent these Lwprovements, and it is the intention of 
its managers, when their road is in a perfect and com- 
pleted condition, to reduce still further their rates of 
treight, thus building up and developing not only Bal- 
timore, but the whole country ; and it is the fear of 
this that induces men like Messrs, Vanderbilt, Scott, 
apd Jewett to journey down to Baltimore and endeavor 
to cowx or drive President Garrett, of the Baltimore & 
Obio Railroad, into a combination with them, In the 
opinion of your Committee the tremendous de- 
velopment of our country in this age of coal, 
iron, steam, and eiectricity must soon eompel a read- 
justment of our transportation system in its relations 
to the public; and one thing is certain and near at 
hand in our own city, unless the mapagers of our great 
lunes of railway adopt an entire new policy, or our 
merchants take the initiative in building an independ- 
ent exclusive freight road to the West, our commerce 
will gradually be diverted to other distributing points 
which do not have to pay tribute to fictitious capital or 
rings in the management of their transportation lines, 
If our railroads have the wisdom to accept s present 
loss for the sake of prospective gain the trouble may 
be averted, and with the construction of the exclusive 
freight railroad as above noted, and the improvement 
of the Erie Canal, the commerce of New York will be 
sufe for many years to come, We cannot close this 
brief report, however, without alluding to the fact 
that the trunk lines already in the combination pos- 
seas great power, and that it is probable that they will 
exert it to force outstanding lines into the alliance, 
Such a result, in the opinion of your Committee, would 
be a public misfortune, and we therefore submit the 
accompanying resolutians with the hope of encourag- 
ing the managers of outstanding lines in the inde- 
pendent course which they have taken, All of which 
is respectfully submitted,

THE FORT WAYNE & MUNCIE. 
NAMES OF PROMINENT DEFENDANTS IN THE PEND- 
ING SUIT.

Fort Wayne, Ind., Nov. 17.—To-morrow, at 
Richmond, will be heard the application for the 
vacation of the order appointing a Receiver for 
the Fort Wayne, Muncie & Cincinnati Railroad. 
Much interest is manifested in the result, as the 
possession of $2,000,000 worth of property is 
involved. The prospect is that the legal fight 
will be one of the most closely and ably con- 
tested ever seen in Indiana. Amongthe holders 
of the first-mortgage bonds who are defend- 
ants are Moses Taylor, William B. Asior, 
John Jacob Astor, William Tallman, of 
New York; Baring Brothers, of England ; 
John M. Forbes, Dwight Foster, George W. 
Baldwin, C. H. Dalton, and George Tyson, of 
Boston, whose aggregate wealth reaches at least 
$50,000,000, The answer to the complaiut of 
the plaintiffs is now in course of preparation by 
the defendants’ lawyers, and fills about fifty 
pages of manuscript. It gives the full history 
of the enterprise from iis inception. A rumor 
prevails that the piaintiffs have offered to com- 
promise the suit on payment of the interest due 


to them.

MISCELLANZOUS. 
SOUTHERN TRADE. 

Since the completion of the New Orleans, St. 
Louis & Chicago Railroad, as the consolidated 
Mississippi Central and New Orleans, Jackson 
& Great Northern Railroads are now called, the 
trade of this city with the Southern States has 
more than doubled. . The Illinois Central Rail- 
road has, during the month of October, deliv- 
ered at Cairo the following amounts of [Iilinois 
produce for Southern consumption: 10,000 bris 
of flour, 1,500,000 ths of cut meats, 200,000 Ibs 
of hams, 500 brie of onions, 60 tens of cabbage, 


200 tons of potatoes, 5,000 sacks of oats, 3,000 
sacks of corn and mill-stuffs, 20 car-loads of 
reapers and mowers, 2 car-loads of wagons, and 
3 car-loads of window-sashes and doors. 
IMPORTANT LAND SECURITIES RELEASED TO THE 
UNION AND CENTRAL BOADS. 
Wasnineron, Nov. 17.—Under a Congressional 
joint resolution of 1869, five citizens were ap- 

inted to examine into the condition of the 

nion and Central Pacific Railroads, who re- 
ported that about $2,000,000 would be necessary 
to supply the efficiencies of both roads. Secre- 
tary Cox, at that time, directed the Commission- 
er of the General Land Office to withhold from 
them one-half the land-graot as security for the 
supply of the deficiencies of the roads. The re- 
port of the loners, who recently exam- 
ined the roads, says that the Union Pacific has, 
since that period, expended $2,215,000, and the 
Central Pacific has expended $5,500,000 in excess 
of thesum first named. The deficiencies having 
been supplied, and the roads considered as com- 
plete, the reports were submitted by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to the President, who, on 
the recommendation of the Secretary, has di- 
rected a revocation of the orders of Secretary 
Cox withholding patents for half of the lands, 
which will therefore be released to those com- 
panies. 

THE OHIO VALLEY ROAD. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 17.—The Directors of 
the Valley Railroad, part of which is now com- 
pleted between Cleveland and the Ohio River, 
have succeeded in securing a loan of $3,600,000 
to wry wg and equip thie road. Work upon the 
whole line will be commenced at once. 

EVADING THE RULES. 

The Davenport Gazelle says : 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad must 
be getting a little sick of ita policy of making passen- 
gers show their tickets before getting on trains, It is 
a dodge to make them pay full rates, which they might 
not do if they paid on the cars, and according to the 
req'tirements of the new law. ‘There have been nu- 
merous conflicts between brakemen loyal to the road 
and citizens loyal to the laws, resuiting in bunged 
eyes, bleeding noses, and interviews with the nearest 
Justice’s Court, There have been all sorts of dodges 
on the part of patriotic citizens to evade the railroad 
trespass on their rights, not that they carea “ conti- 
nental cuss” for the money difference, but “the 
principle, my boy.” Oneof the dodges was te pur- 
chase a ticket for the nearest station, then, once in the 
car, buy at legal rates the ticket required, The last 
dodge is thus told by the Burlington Gazette; 

** The other day a party of about twenty passengers 
from this place put up a new job on the road, One of 
them went to the office, purchased a ticket, went on 
board the train, took his seat, and slily slipped his 
ticket out of the window to another, he passing in and 
repeating the operation, and so on until the whole 
party was comfortabiy seated within the car, the sen- 
tinel smiling as they passed in and congratulating 
himself, no doubt, upon the splendid run at the ticket- 
office and the small amount of trouble that he was hav- 
ing with his passengers that day.”

Gen, Augur senda the folowing news from Col. 
Mackenzie : 

“ HEapQuARTERS Sovrurre CoLumy, ScPPLy 
Camp, Nov. 8, via Fort Wortn, Nov. 15.—Re- 
turned to this place to-day, having scouted tu 
the southwest on Staked Plains, Nov. 2 saw 
small parties of Indians; Nov, 3 found camp 
of hunting ty on Loe Laguras Tussah; 2 In- 
diaus were killed, 19 women and children eap- 
tured, and 144 head of stock, Nov. &§ Lieut. Thomp- 
son with 9 scouts, several miles from the eommand, 
killed 2 Indians and captured 26 horses and mules. 
The women say that the bands of two warriors, 
Patchaginie and Horseshoe, are, with eight lodges of 
Cheyennes, On Btaked Piains, Many of their people 
have gone to the reserve with Moway, head Chief 
of the Comanches; that intention of remainder was 
to leave for reservation in sa few days totry and slip 
around troops, send im a party, and get authority to 
goon Fort Sill; that Staked Plains Apaches left for 
mountains about a month ago, west of Pecos route. 
Some of these women were among those captured on 
North Fork of Red River two years ago, Shall try one 
more trip on the Plains; there will be no more use 
looking for Indians there this winter. I intend going 
~d Northwest, betweem head of Brazos and Red

HEADQUARTERS MILITARY DIVISION OF THE 
Missougi, CHicaGo, Nov, 17, 1874. } 
Col. W. D, Whipple, St. Louts, Mo.: 
Gen. Pope has received the following telegram from 
Col, N, A. Miles: 

“Col. Compton's command has persistently pursued 
the hostile Cueyennes 376 miles over the sand-hills of 
the Canadian, through the canon of the Staked Plains, 
between the Canadian and Red Rivers. A small band 
retreated to near the headwaters of the Red River, 
getting to the west of the main body. I determined 
to follow eastward, and moved my command 

three small colmmps, On the morning of 
the 8th, the eommand under Lieut, Baldwin, 
Fifth Infantry, and howitzer, struck a large camp of 
Cheyennes on the bank and north of McClelian’s Creek 
and routed them, afd drove them out again on the 
Staked Piains ina running fight for 12 miles, when 
they dispersed in every direction. They abandoned 
much property, which was lost in the fight. Two 
white girls, named German, aged 5 and 7, were re- 
captured. They state that their father, mother, 
brother, and one sister, were murdered in Kansas en 
route from Georgia to Colorado, and that two older 
sisters are still in the hands of the savages. 

* Gen. Davidson is in communication operating with 
this command, and fresh troops are continuing the 
pursuit of the scattered Indians.

Controversy Between Scientists and 
Savages. 

Fort Laramiz, W. T., Nov. 17.—News from 
Red Cloud Agency of the 12th and 138th inst. 
states that Prof. Marsh, of Yale College, is being 
detained there on account of the Indians object- 
ing to his visiting the newly-discovered fossil 
region near there. They say the white men are 
going to search for gold, not bones. Some In- 
dians that were engaged by Prof. Marsh to ac- 
company him as guides were told by the others 
that they would kill them if they went. The 
latest information is that a council was held on 
the 14th, and that they gave a reluctant 
consent, and some of the Indians above 
mentioned are being engaged by Prof. Marsh, 
amoug them young “‘ Man-Afraid-of-His- 
Horses,” who said he must go now, and they 
with him, to show the other Indians that they 
were not afraid. It is presumed that, after a 
certain amount of opposition and speeches, the 
Indians will give their consent. Further news 
is looked for on the arrival of Gen. Bradley, now 
at the Agency. 


Satanta’s Last Ditch. 

Wasnineton, Nov. 17.—The Secretary of War 
received a dispatch to-day from Gen. Sheridan, 
giving him the first intimation that Satanta had 
been sent back to Texas to be delivered to the 
Governor of that State, he having broken his 
parole, but that Big Tree was not returned, as it 
was not certain that he was alike guilty in that 
respect. 


Stubborm Savages at the Red Cloud 
Agency.

Omauna, Neb., Nov. 17.—Agent Saville reports 
that some of the Indians at Red Clond refuse to 
be counted. Gen. Ord has ordered cavalry to 
the Agency, to be present when the annuities are 
issued.

FINANCIAL. 


T vespay EventneG, Nov. 17. 

The orders from the country for currency were 
pot so large to-day, in the aggregate, as yester- 
day, but they were still liberal in amount. Some 
of the country banks have about exhausted their 
deposits here, and, if they have occasion to use 
any more currency, must send ov commercial 
bills for discount. The wet weather probably 
had something to do with discouragiog shinment 
of hogs, but there can be nothing more than & 
temporary lull, as the farmers are sending the 
product in freely in order to obtain the high 
ruling. The fact that the proceeds 

of their sales are at once used by many 
ef the farmers to discharge their indebted- 
pess to country merchants, and by the latter to 
settle their accounts with the city jobbers, will 
pause the largest part of the currency that is 
now going into the country to flow back into the 
channels of city trade. The process will enrich 
all concerned. {t will clear the country of debt, 
and will place the general business interests of 
the Northwest on as sound a basis as could be 
desired. The predictions of losses to the agri- 
culturists of the West and of stagvation in trade 
that were made to depend on the low price of 
wheat have been falsified by the event. The 
high prices of corn, hogs, and other products, 
bave enriched the farmers, and the wholesale 
business of this city—in which the country re- 
teil trade is aggregated—is in a strong and 

us condition. 

To replenish the drain of currency to the hog- 
regions, the banks have begun to order currency 
from New York. The first receipts came to hand 
yesterday, and more came in to-day.

The first inti- 
mation that there was trouble somewhere came 
from the fact that, although as far back 
as August the surplus of the Savicgs 
Bank was $26,000, no dividend was de- 
clared. The result shows the dangers that are 
liable to result from the combination of a Sav- 
ings Bavk and a National Bank underthe same 
Management. The one pays 4 per cent for de- 
posits ; the other, vothing, If the first is suc- 
cess the latter may suffer, and a back-door 
conmection like that at Milford is likely to be re- 
soryed to, in which case both may sulfer.

Mr. Charies R. Huntington (formerly of Hunt- 
ingten Brothers), of this city, has been placed 
in charge of the produce and commiasion de- 
partment of a house now being established here 
by Briggs & Brother, the Rochester seedsmen 
and florists. Mr. Huntiogton is ove of the old- 
est and most energetic commission merchants in 
Chicago, and our Rochester friends could oot 
have selected a better man for the management 
of this department of their business in the West. 

The testimony in the Sturges case will probe- 
bly be ready for distribution to the members of 
the Board of Trade to-morrow (Wednesday), ac- 
companied by the leading arguments in the case. 
There is s0 much of it that it is exceedingly 
doubtful if many members will read all before 
proceeding to vote; and there is so much feel- 
ing that it is equally doubtful if many members 
would change their opinions as a consequeace 
of reading it. 

The leading produce markets were very 
fidgety to-day, with more doimg in provisions, 
and less in grain, The feeling was strong early 
in most departments, and hinged principally on 
the question of receipts, which have been very 
light for some time past, and were again small 
to-day. The stocks in store are on the decrease 
in spite of a spiritless shipping movement. A 
diminution in the quantity of produce handled 
is, however, accompanied bya more active specu- 
lative movement. There was scarcely ever 80 
much doing in options as now. 

Jobbers of dry goods reported a fair inqury 
from city and country buyers, and rep:esented 
the market as steady and firm. Although the 
continued mildness of the weather tends to 
retard the movement in winter fabrics, 
there is increasing activity in 
that department. The demand for groceries wis 
as active ascould reasonably be expected, and 
aside from sugars, sirups,and molasses, which 


stili show weaxness, the:e was more steadiness 


to prices. Sugars were *‘ off” another }<c, aud 
a decline of 3cin New Orleans molasses were 
the only changes noted. Bucter was fairly active, 
with no appreciable change in values. Choice 
and fancy qualities are in scanty supply, but of 
other grades there isan adequacy. l'he cheese 
trade remains quiet at unchanged rates. ‘There 
were DO important new features to note in the 
fish market, trade continuing quviet at generally 
steady prices. The trade in foreign dried fruits 
was active, at fully late prices. Domestic varie- 
ties also rules firm, but there was little trading 
in them. Canned goods were dull and unchang- 
ed. Bagging, leather, coal. and wood were sell- 
ing at yesterdays quotations. Oils were in de- 
mand at very fuil prices. Extra lard and whale 
oils were higher, the former advancing 3c and 
the latter lc. 

There was no change in the general features 
of the lumber market. The yard business was 
smalier than usual, owing to the unpleasavt 
weather, and but one cargo was offered at the 
docks. Metals, nails, and building-materials 
were quiet and nnchanged. Drugs continue in 
fair request and steady, with few exceptions, the 
more importaut of which are an a‘vance in shel- 
lac, opium, and morphine; and a decline in cas- 
tor oil Woolavd hops were quiet, but firmiv 
held. Seeds were in improved demand and firm. 
Clover advanced 10c per bu, the offerings being 
extremely light. Hides were steady, and bay 
firm. Choice potatoes sold readily at full recent 
prices. Poultry and game were dull and easy. 

Highwines were more active and weak, open- 
ing at the quotation of yesterday, and declining 
le when New York was reported lower, at $1.03. 
Sales were reported of 15) bris at $1 00; 50 bris 
at 99'¢c ; and 100 biig at 99c per gallon, Total, 
800 bris>. 

Dressed hogs were quiet and strong. Nothing 
was donig on ‘Change, and tbe reported street 
sales were limited to 4 head at $7.50, aod 7 at 
$7.25@8.00 per 100 ths, according to condition. 

Lake freights were duil and nominal, no rates 
being mentioned. Only two charters were re- 
ported, which will carry out 25,000 bu wheat, 
10,000 bu corn, and 13,000 bu oats. 

Through freights to New York by steamer and 
sailare quoted at 17@18c per bu for wheat. and 
16@17c for corn, the outside being the asking 
rates. Freights to Liverpool via New York bave 
been advanced to 70c per 100 Ibs in gold. The 
rate by way of Philadelphia remains at 65c. 

Provisions were very active, more so than on 
any previous day of the season, and were very 
irreguiar. Lhe market took an upward turn early, 
owing to the fact that hogs were again bigher, 
not enough coming in to supply the demand 
which ensued on the prospect of cold weather. 
Laid advanced 1s 6d per 112 Ibs in Liver- 

ool, but New York failed to respond. 
There was a big demand here early, 
which caused pork to advance 25@4Uc 
per bri, and lard 10@15c per 100 ibs, but be- 
fore the clone there was so much offered that 
pork lost nearly the whole advantage, and lard 
became a thade lower than yesterday, Meats 
were in better demand, and averaged K@\c 
higher, retaining their firmness to the end. 
There are a good many orders here for meats, 
and most of them seem to be from Southern 
points, which indicates that our market is rela- 
tively low, though bigh as compared with the av- 
erage of former years. The provision market is 
now in &@ very uneasy condition. Many regard it 
a8 an artificial state, which may, bowever; last 
through the greater part of the season 
The market closed at the following range of 
prices: Mess pork, cash, $19.00; do, selier the 
year, $18.95@19.00; do seller January and Feb-

oe arrived in Leith, Scotland, on the 27th of 

- ““Senr Arice, Lerru, Scortanp, Oct. $0, 1874. 

The Alice arrived here on the 27th inst,, twenty- 
four days from Quebec, and ten and a haif days from 
land to land, Our track across was a high northerly 
one, passing within 100 miles of Greenland. We bad 
some easterly winds, one fresh gale from southeast to 
east, Compelling us to lay to twenty-four hours, Out 
in the open sea the Alice ig as much at bome 
as when at anchor off the foot of Woodward avenue. 
Old Ocean flid his level best to get away with our deck 
load, but the Alice would not allow him on board, On 
approaching the coast we had a rough experience. On 
the night of Oct. 20 we passed Cape Wrath and sighted 
the lght, a fresh gale prevailing at the time from 
the southeast, Toward morning the soutb- 
east moderated, but the barometer and 
weather indicated a storm, se our reefed sails were 
kept snug, Ata little after 7 a. m., Oct. 21, the storm 
struck us fromthe north, We were close on a lea 
shore, with the rocky cliffs towering from 100 to 200 
feet above our mast-heads, The only possibtlity of 
saving the schooner was torun her into Pentland 
Firth, if she could be made to fetch it. For three 
hours she was as completely buried under the sea as if 
sunk in the middle of Detroit River, but she weathered 
the cliffs—entered the firth, and, with the guidance of 
an excellent chart, we brought up safely at anchor in 
Widewall harbor, Orkney Islands, Since our arrival 
berel learn thata fine ship, in company with us on 
the morning of Oct, 21, was lost and her crew of twen- 
ty eight men, [ sent a cable dispatch on my arrival, 
and next day received a report that the place named 
(Detroit) could not be found,and sol telegraphed 
Cleveland. We hope Detroit bas not been wiped out 
since we left.

SUFFERING IN NEBRASKA. 


Official Report by Col. Dudley, U. 8S. Ae 
HEADQUARIERS Fort MCPHERSON, 
Neb,, Nov, 6, 1874. } 
Maj. Georne PD, Ruagies, Assistant Adjutant-General, 

Lepai tment of the Piatte: 

Masor: I bave the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report of my tour through Red Willow, 
Frontier, Furoas, Gosper, and Harlan Counties, 
in the Valley of the Republican, and the de- 
vastated sections adjacent, made in compliance 
with the wisbes of the department commander, 
as conveyed to me in telegraphic dispatch dated 
the 27th ult. : 

I left Fort YcPherson on the 29th of October, 
taking twenty-six enlisted men and one officer, 
Lieut. Bambridge Reynolds, Third Cavalry, with 
mé, and proceeded across the country to the 
Medicine, where I encamped for the night; dis- 
tance traveled, 30 miles. 

é. BED WILLOW COUNTY. 

Early on the morning of the 30th, I moved 
down the Medicine across the divide to Coon 
Creek and camped; distance marched, 22 miles. 
October 31, proceeded to Indianola, the county- 

seat (80 claimed) of Red Willow County, visiting 
On the way nearly every cabin or house that bad 
the appearance of an absence of stock and sup- 
plies, getting, from a personal kuowledge and 
conversation with heads of families, theu actual 
coudition. Many of the houses [ found ab&udon- 
ed. Onthe morning march I discovered two 
families only, however, without at least ten or 
fis teem days’ provisions. ! 

met Dr. Shaw aod Maj. f. 8S. Creswell. 
These two gentiemeén, and Mr. Joba Egan, had 
beea appointed a Committee for the distribution 
of supplies sent for the relief of Red Willow 
County. The two former stated that they bad 
canvassed the several precincts of the county, 
and bad ascertained that 544 persons, including 
children, out of the total 800 inhabitants of the 
county, would require aid before the winter 
months were balf out; that full 300 would need 
assistance within twenty days; and that more 
than 100 were at the present time either entirely 
without food or would be in less than five days. 
Some of the families have ove or two cows, 
others a yoke of oxen or a horse. Many of 
them had worn down their animals in attempting 
to hunt baffaloes, and they had no corn to re- 
cuperate them with. The few hogs and pigs I 
saw were mere skeletons, having had po grain, 
and subsisting almost eutixely on the wild roots 
they found in the bottoms. 

All the aia this county has received up to this 
date was ninety sacks of flour and one barrel of 
beans, which was nearly exhausted. There was 
pot 200 bushels of corn raised the last year in 
the whole county, and not over 100 buslels of 
potatoes, and these latter only half grown. Lit- 
tle or no wheat was planted in the county, as the 
settlers as a rule were too poor to buy the seed. 
There is no employment to be had, and no mon- 
ey or commodity to pay for it if it existed. 

During the fail they have had a fair supply of 
buffalo meat. At present buffalo have aban- 
doved the country and gone to the forks aid 
sources of the Republican, out of the reach of 
the poor people. 

This county is recently settled, and its inhabi- 
tants, no doubt, outside the question of food, 
are poorer than those either in Harlan or Furoas 
Counties. ‘Tbe statements of Messrs. Shaw and 
Creswell were fully indorsed by some dozen or 
more of respectable appeariog citizens whose 
careworn and anxious countenances indicated 
the truthfu'sess of their words. In addition I 
visited the cabins of a score or more of the 
people of this section, and became convinced of 
the correctness of these reports by a persoaal 
examination of the stores they bad on band. 

ON THE MEDICINE. 

From IndianolaI rode to the mouth of the 
Medicine and camped on its banks near the resi- 
dence of Mr. Doyings. He seemed to be well off 
himself, aad exnibited little interest in or knowl- 
edge of the coadition of his neighbors. During 
the afternoon ride I visited ali the cabins I could 
couvenlently reach, and found a great many of 
them on the last 10 or 15 pounds of flour re- 
ceived trom the Aid Societv. 

ARAPAHOE. 

I have the names of some thirty families in 
the vicinity of Arapahoe, living on the smal! 
streams rupning back into the table lands, 6, 10, 
or 15 miles, who are at the preseot time suffer- 
ing for food, many of wbom have no means of 
conveyatce, and are without proper clothiug, 
especialiy shoes. In oase of severe winter and 
deep snows their suffering would be extreme, 
and would, no doubt, result in starvation in 
maby instances. 

FURNAS COUNTY. 

Not being able to visit the settlements on the 
Sappa aud Beaver, I sent couriers to those sec- 
tions and invited some of the prominent citi- 
zeus to meet me at Arapaboe on my re- 
turn. They responded very promptly, 
some twenty coming. The meeting was 
called at Mr. Albee’s store. Full sixty persons 
were present atthe meeting. Statements and 
reports were made from nearly every precinct in 
the county. Mr. Albee stated that he had just 
received seventy bushels of potatoes; that he 
had distributed forty sacks of flour, one haif- 
barrel of beef, and some few otber articles; that 
up to tbe present time the aid given to the peo- 
pie of Furnas County had been divided among 
the residents of the county, irrespective of the 
condition of the party, when they asked for their 
share. 

The supply furnished is all expended, except 
the potatoes just received. 

There are about 9,300 people in Furnas Coun- 
ty. It was positively stated that fully one-fifth 
of this number will require full aid within thirty 
days, and this number will goon increasing 
until spring, each month, until full three- 
fourths of the entire population will have to be 
supported. 


MELROSE. 

I rode to Melrose, Harlan County, calling on 
many homesteaders on the route. A meeting of 
the leading men of Orleans and Meirose, with 
quite a number from adjacent precincts, was 
called in a buiiding used as a court-room, and 
the several parties made statements as to the 
condition of ube settlers in their vicinity, most of 
them offering to take me to the homes of their 
friends so that I could persovally observe the 
truth of their assertions. A lad not over 17 
years of age stated that his father, mother, 
grandmother, and eight brothers and sisters 
comprised their family; his father was sick; 
they were without food, and bad been so during 
the day. 

I saw at this meeting and during my stay at 
Melrose full twenty heads of families who bad 
not an excess of 10 pounds of flour or any other 
kind of breadstuff, and who were wholly without 
meats. I have their names, but* have not 
thought it best to report them, as I found a del- 
icacy on the part of some to give a fuil history 
of their condition for fear their names might be 
published. As nearas I could approximate to 
the condition of the ye of Harlan County, I 
should say that in Melrose Precinct, which has 
ninety-eight voters, thirty-five families would 
require aid within thirty days. 

tis proposed to render aid to the frontier 
camnties turough the army. I would recom- 
mend that an officer be sent with the stores to 
be distributed, and that he make the issue direct 
to the parties to be helped; this can be accom- 
plished by sending a loaded train to the county 
seate and the principal central points of the 
various precincts; reliable parties, who know 
the condition of their neighbors, not asking aid 
for themselves, can furnisa certificates of need 
to those actually destitute and requiring partial 
assistance, who will, asa rule, be required to 
present them to the issuing office in person. 

This plan met the cordial indorsement of all 


with whom I conversed, excepta few who were 
anxious to be appointed on committees. 
FRONTIER COUNTY. : 

The sunniies for the few settlers who need aid 
in the .ogt:ern part of Frontier County can ‘e 
@dtaineu from the post at Fort McPherson. 
Those intended for Spring and Deer Creeks and 
Upper Medicine should be sent to Indianola. 

RED WILLOW COUNTY. — 

Indianola is the most central point for the 
setilera of Red Willow County to reach, and is 
the proper place to distribute from for that 
county. 

FURNAS COUNTY. 

Arapahoe, Burton’s Bend, mouth of Deer 
Creek, and New Era, are all central points and 
easy to reach from Plum Creek Station, Union 
Pacific Railway, The stores for the settlers on 
Sappa and Beaver Creeks should be sent to 
Beaver City. ihere is much suffering up these 
streams at the present time. 

HARLAN COUNTY. 

Melrose, Republican Cisy, and Orleans are the 
most feasible points through which to reach the 
destitute families of Harlan County. The sup- 
plies should be sbipped by rail to Lowell, and 
thence hauled by teams, which the people will 
furnish, to the points named. 

1 bave endeavored in this hasty report to give 
the Departmenj-Commander as correct an idea 
of the actual condition of these people as I 
possibly could under the circumstances I had to 
gather the facts. 

Great suffering exists in all five of these ex- 
tensive frontier counties to a fearful extent, 
The settlers are, in the most instances, scattered 
over a laige eitent of country, a 
large portion of them living far up 
numerous streams flowing into the Re- 
pubiican. If the winter should be as severe 
as that of 1870-1, and deep snows fall, beyoad a 
doubt buodreds will starve, unless a supply of 
provisions sufficient to last them through the 
winter is thrown into the valley, and they are 
provisioned for an re of this character. 
for it would be out of the question for any aid 
society, or the Government even, to reach any- 
thiog like a majority of them in deep snow. 

I was very materially aided in my investiga- 
tions on the trip by Lieut. Reynolds, who ac- 
compapied me, and did all in his power to for- 
waid the object of our visit. Iam, respectfully,

Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
BELVIvERE, II!., Nov. 16.—The weather in this 
section coutinues mild and summer-like, giving 
us an old-fashioned Indian-summer autumn, 
such as we bave not had for years. Ihe unusu- 
ally fine weather has been the means of saving 
thousands of dollars to the farmers of this coun- 
ty in the matter of feed alone. The severe 
drought that prevailed in this region the past 
season has caused such ‘a scarcity of feed that 
serious fears have been entertained in regard to 
the proper wiutering of stock. ‘This place, which 
has been heretofore one of the largest shipping 
points for grain of ali kinds on the Galena Divis- 
ion of the Chicago & Northwestern Kailroad, is 
now virtually an importing<station. Car-loads of 
corn and miil-feed are daily received from Iowa, 
and sold to the farmers to fatten their hogs and 
cattle, which are being marketed as fast as their 
condition will admit. You may look for an ea:ly 
marketing of the entire hog-crop from this sec- 
tion. 
INDIANA DEAF AND DUMB ASYLUM. 
Special Dupatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
INpIANAPOLIS, Nov. 17.—The thirty-fifth an- 
nual report of the Deaf and Dumb Insticution 
was submitted to the Governor to-day. During 
the past year there have been 334* pupils,—193 
males and 141 females. Two have died and 41 
graduated, leaving 291 now in the institution. 
The estimates of expenses for the year ending 
March 31, 1876, are $69,600, and the same for 
the succeeding year. The Superintendent re- 
ports an increase of deafness, as indicated by 
applications for admission, largely in excess of 
the increase of population. Siatistics show the 
increase to be from disease rather than in those 
born deaf, and.spotted fever is the exciting 
cause in 35 cases out of 59 cases received. The 
total expense for the year has been $66,550.58. 


THE LAST MASTODONIC SENSATION. 

Racine, Wis., Nov. 17.—No small interest is 
excited in this vicinity by the discovery of the 
remaibs of a mastodon in the Town of Dover, 
about 20 miles west of thiscity. In digging a 
ditch on the farm of a Mr. Hoffman, a bone was 
struck, and further search disclosed a jaw-bone 
in comparatively good preservation, measuring 8 
feet in length; a portiop of tbe vertebra, 9 
inches in diameter, and two tusks, one of which 
is 41¢ feet long, the other being much decayed. 
They lay buried in clay beneath a bed of peat, 
and search is being made to ascertain whether 
the rest of the skeleton may not be found. The 
parts already obtained are to be sent to the Mu- 
seum of the State. 
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THE NEW MICHIGAN CAPITOL.

that being fraudulent, the sale is void. Com- 
plainants therefore ask that the sale may be set 
aside, or, if that cannot be done, that the heirs 
of Mix and Haddock may be compelled to ac- 
count for the value of the land.

The Council must see very 8000 thatit is not 
only absurd but suicidal on their part to oppose 
the will of the citizens. Of course they have a 
perfect right, under the rules, to refer the pe- 
tition to a committee ; but, I believe, there bas 
been a standing rule recently adopted by the 
Common Council that reports of committees must 
not be delayed longer than one month from the 
time of reference. Then they can, if they choose,

This, | sup- 
pose, they can do; but the Citizens’ Association 
can, if they wish, 

CHECKMATE THAT MOVEMENT. 

Reporter—in what manuer /? ; 

Mr. Tuley—I should advise them to appoint a 
special Judiciary Committee, and have the peti- 
tion and signatures referred tothem. They can 
compare the signatures with the poll-lists, and 
thus decide the question as to the legal right of 
the petitioners. It will be a laborious process 
enough, but still ic ongbt to be tried. 

Repotter—The new law would have the Alder- 
men elected by districts instead of by wards ? 

Mr. Tuley—Yes. The Common Council would 
be obliged to divide the city into not less than two 
nor more than six districts, each district to be 
represented by six Aldermen. This would give 
us broader mev, and break up the system of pot- 
house politics which now prevails in Aldermanic 
elections. Two districts would give us twelve; 
three, eighteen; four, twenty-four; five, thircy ; 
and six, thirty-six Aldermen, which would be the 
limit uader the new law. 

ELSEWHERE. 

Reporter—This law of Genera! Incorporation 
prevails in other States, does it not ? 

Mr. Tuley—Yes, in every State where there is 
a constitutional provision against special legisia- 
tion for cities. it prevails in our State,—Hyde 
Park has adopted it,—in Iowa, in Ohio, and In- 
diana. Without it, we could never amend the 
old city charter, and would be compelied to run 
in the old rut until the day of judgment. I have 
no doubt that if the question is put to the people 

it will be adopted. They will reason that things 
_@annot be worse than they are, and they may 
easily be improved. The adoption of tne new 
law would do away with the curee and fraud of 
o many Boards. We should then have one man 
at the head of each department, and 
could hold him responsible for his acts. 
What is everybody's business, as the old 
saying goes, is nobody's. - The Board of Public 
Works would be run by one man, and the differ- 
ent departmenta, now classed 1n one central affair, 
would each be run and regulated by aresponsible 
head. It would be the same with the Police and 
Fire Departments. In fact, the change would 
be in every way beneficial to the public. I have 
no doubt that the people will adopt the new law. 
when submitted to them, and I think that it will 
prove one of the heaviest votes ever polled in 
‘Chicago. aq :

BURGLARIES AND THE POLICR. 

To the Editor of The Chicano Tribune: 

Srr: I] have read, with some astonishment and 
more amusement, the reporta of the statements 
of the Police Magistrates with respect to the re- 
cent burglaries, of which they seem to be so im- 
perfectly informed. Let me enlighten them and 
the public from my own purely incidental know!- 
edge. In the West Division, not far from my 
residence, is a long brick block of residences, 
nearly or quite every one of which has been en- 
tered, not by sneak-thieves, but by burglars, 
within a few months. This shows system, 
perseverance, and impunity. A little over two 
weeks ago the house of a neighbor was 
entered through the front basement window, 
under the clear light of the street-gas, the 
pane having been broken, and the catch thrown 
back, and a clean sweep made of the silver. Due 
information was given to the police. The same 
night, the house of another neighbor was broken 
into, through the basement, and that floor thor- 
oughly ransacked, a bolted door shutting off the 
upper stories. About the same time, the burg- 
lars came to the rear of my residence, one right, 
but their presence was discovered by a lady, who 
called aloud to her husband, when they fled to 
the alley in the rear. We were naturally on the 
watch, after that, just as the police should have 
been, when they had learned of the 
neighborhood that was being repeatediy 
visited. A secret watch should have been 
set by the Police Department in that lo- 
cality, in anticipation of further attempts, 80 
that the rogues might have been seized in the 
very act. An bonest, earnest, and moderately- 
sagacious Police Superintendent would naturally 
think of this method. Would it have been suc- 
cessful? Let facts answer. Ove week after 
the burglary on my two neighbors, of which the 
police had knowledge, my wife awoke from the 
light slumber which danger occasions, about half 
past 2 o'clock m the morning, and, looking 
through a window, saw @ burglar at the rear of 
our house, and called me softly. Together we 
watched him try our back door in vain, when, 
discouraged or suspicious, he went away. He 
was not aware that he waa quietly observed, 
and that near at band was a double-barreled 
gun, in case he bad made serious attempts to 
enter. Had the police been secretly lying io 
wait (which could have been easily arranged), 
they would have arrested him beyond doubt. 
But that same night the burglars broke into the 
houses of three other neighbors, large, costly 
mansions. And when I mentioned this a day or 
two later to two mechanics, who lived a few 
blocks distant, and who were working for me, it 
appeared that the humble house of ove had been 
entered and robbed. and that of the otber had 
been attempted. But our police are not aware, 
it seems, that anything of this kind is going on ! 
And when they find that tre rats are around 
they have no skill tosetatrap! ‘Then let them 
resign.

CAPT. ELLIS PLEASE INVESTIGATE. 

lf the superior officers of the police force 
would more closely watch the movement of 
patrolmen while on duty, they would, in a great 
measure, be able to account for the numerous 
burglaries and thefts which have taken place 
during the past few weeks. Were the incidents 
toat occurred on South Halsted streei, shortly 
after 2 o'clock yesterday morning, told in a plain 
unvaruished taie, the story would read somewhat 
like the following: Atthe corner of Halsted 
aud Monroe streets, policeman, leaning against 
a tree, apparently papping; ovear the 
corner of Halsted and Adams streets, policeman 
sitting in the doorway of a butcher-shop, mak- 
ing a noise that sounded wonderfully lke snor- 
ing, while another policeman was guarding bim 
from being seen by passers-by, which he did by 
standing in frontof him. Near tbe corner of 
Harrison street, two more policemen sitting side 
by side on the steps of the Halsted Street Opera- 

ouse, apparently more asleep than awake, On 
Blue Island avenue, near Ewing street, police- 
man walking leisurely along chatting with a mer- 
chant-policeman. On the corner of Morgan and 
Taylor streets, two more policemen sitting side by 
side on an oyster-case in front of a grocery-store. 
All this loafing and lounging when they ought to 
be walking their beats, and preventing burglars 
from having things all theirownway. This, too, 
at an hour when the men of the jack and skel- 
eton-keys are most busily engaged. It is idle to 
suppose that these oflicers were tired out, as 
they had started from the station only an hour 
before. Smal as the police force is, if they are 
allowed thus to waste their time, what remedy 
can there be for the nightly raids of desperadoes ?

In answer to THz TRIBUNE'S request, reports 
continue to be received from citizens regarding 
the committing of burglaries. The building No. 
119 Fifth avenue was recently entered twice by 
thieves. The room occupied by a hard-working 
silver-plater was broken into and robbed of all 
that was worth taking. Other rooms were com- 
pletely ransacked on another occasion. The po- 
lice were notified, but did nothing in the matter.

gage on the University, heid by parties for whom 
he is agent, was to be _ foreclosed at 
once, and that an attorney had ai- 
ready left that city for that urpose.

By diseases: Convulsions, 10; con- 
sumption, 9; tabes mesenterica, 6 ; biliary cal- 
culi, 11. The mean temperature for the week 
was 45.3 degrees. No cases of small-pox were 
reported. ‘be Health Officer’s report states that 
339 sewer notices were served, 327 nuisances 
abated, 62 sewer connections made, and about 
the average quantity of meats; aad vegetables 
condemned. 

Dr. John F. Williams, Sanitary Inspector, in 
his report, states that there is a prevalence of 
sore throat with diphtharitic exudations, and 
hes fears that it may become epidemic. During 
the last fourteen davs four cases have come un- 
der his notice, and three out of these four have 
proven fatal. Each case occurred in damp base-

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sin: There have been letters recently in the 
Sunday papers, containing statements to the 
effect that the low wages paid to sewing-women 
are due to the fact that so many married women 
do their own millinery and dressmaking. Now, 
I, for one, am a young married woman, with a 
husband on a small salary, and I positively can- 
not afford to pay a workwoman to do my sewing, 
however much I may desire to do so, either from 
a philanthropic or a selfish point of view. I am 
sure there are many similarly situated, who will 
agree with me that it is not a pleasant task to 
undertake both the conception, and the en- 
tire process of making and bringing out in 
ite completeness. a full-fledged cos- 
tume. I am sure I had rather put the 
use of my brain to different p and 
would prefer to spend my days of stitching, and 
consequent backache, in other employments less 
irksome; but. as I bave not the means to do 
otherwise, I put my shoulder to the wheel and 
do the best I can; and if, by industry and abil- 
ity, my clothing will pase muster with that of 
professional workwoman, I think I ought to be 
encouraged, instead of being made to feel that 
Iam taking bread out of the mouth of some one 
of my sisters, whose life depends on such labor. 

Every woman should be self-helpful, whether 
she has a husband or not; and, in many cases, 
the necessity of doing for herself has not only 
developed, but created, ilities before 
wholly unsuspected, and whi without some 
spur, would never have been brought to light. 
As for me, I hope those who are interested will 
do all they can for the benefit of the working- 
women, and will increase the rate of pay to thgir 
own satisfaction.
